Z. O the firſt, Count of Eſte, and Marquis of Tuſcany, 
A as the Emperor's Vicar in Italy, and died in the 
ear 970, 

To him ſucceeded Thibaut his Son, who by the Emperor 
Otho was created Marquis of Efte, being alſo Lord of Lucca, 
Cremona, Mantua, Ferrara, &c. and he dying in 976, was 
ſucceeded by Albert Aze his Brother; who dying in 995, 
was ſucceeded by Hugh his Son, whoſe Wife was Mary, 
Daughter to Theodatus Marquis of Parma, and by her he had 
Azo his Heir, who was the Founder of the Brunſwick Fa- 
mily, He married Cunegunda, Siſter and Heireſs of Guelph 
the za, (of the Family of the ancient Guelphs) Earl of Al- 
turf, Ravenſberg, and Duke of Carinthia, and by her had 
Guelph the iſt, of Eſte, ſurnamed the Robuſt ; who, in the 
Year 1:71, was by the Emperor Henry IV, made Duke of

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Bavaria; he marrying Judith, Daughter to Baldwin the th, 
{{utnamed of Lifle) Eacl of Flanders, and Widow of Tot, 
Earl of Kent, Brother to Harold King of England, by her 
left Iſſue two Sons, Guelph and Henry. 

Guelph the ad; who, in the Year 1101, ſucceeded his 
Father, dying without Iſſue, Henry the iſt, his Brother, 
called the Black, became Heir; and he dying in 1125, left 
Ute by Wilfenden his Wife, Daughter to Magnus Billing, 
Duke of Eaft-Saxony, Guelph, who ſettled in Italy, and 
Henry the 2d, called the Haughty. 

This Henry married Gertrude, Daughter to the Emperor 
Lothair II. of whom he had the Inveſtiture of Bavaria, and 
afterwards the Dukedom of Saxony; and dying about the 
Year 1179, was ſucceeded by Henry the 3d, his Son, who 
was called the Lion, and was one of the moſt powertul 
Princes in Germany. 

He married Maud, Daughter to Henry II. King of Eng- 
land, by whoſe Means he obtained the Earldoms of Brun!- 
wick-Lunenburgh; and dying in the Year 1195, left Ive 
taree Sons, whereof Otho was the h Emperor of that Name, 
Henry was Coont Palatine of the Rhine, by Means of his 
Wite Azvner, and Wilbam was Duke of Brunſwick and u- 
nenhureh ; for it was then that his Brother Otho erected 
thoſe Lande into Dakedom. 

This V 10 am the iſt, ſurnamed Lonęſword, ſucceeded his 
Brother Otho, married Hellena, Daughter to Voldewar King 
of Denmark, and by her was Father of Ocho, called the 
Young, W210 Was Duke of Brunſwick and Lunenburgh; and 
he dying in 12 52. left Iflve by Maud his Wife, Daughter to 
Albert Marquis off Pranlenburgh, two Sons and four Daugh- 
ters. 

Of the 3 Albert the eldeſt, called the Great, ſucceeded 
him, and John, Duke of Lunenburgb, ho dying in 1340, 
left Othe „ W ho died without Iſſue, and Wilſiem, who alfo 
dying childlets in 1365, gave his Eſtate to his Kinſman Mag- 
nus Torquatus. 

Albert the Great, married Elizabeth, Dauchter of Henry 
the Mannanimous, Duke of Brabant, by whom he had three 
Sons, William, who Jicd without Ilue, Albert the Fat, his 
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Sacceſſor, and Henry the Admirable; which laſt had two 
Sons, Henry the Young, Father of Otho, who was th: 4th 
Huſband of Joan Queen of Jeruſalem, N *. and Sicily; and 
Erneitus, whole Poſterity eaded in the zth Generation, 

From A] bert the 2d, cail'd the Fat, who died in 1319, are 
deſcended all the Princes ct the Houſe of Brunſwick now in

This Magnus the 2d, who in 1362, ſucceeded his Father, 
married Catharine; Daughter to Voldemar, Elector of Bian- 
Lenburgh; and dving in 1373, left three Song, wherrot, 
Frederick was Duke of Bruntvick, and ejected FEperor 
but in the Year 1407, was murdered at Friflar, by Count 
Waldech; Bernard was Progenitor of the Dukes of FLuncne 
burzh ; and Henry was Prince of Calemberg and Woulicn- 
buttel, 

About the Year 1428, Bernard had the Dukedom 01 Lu- 
render, and his Father s Right over the City of Brunſwick,

burg Confeſſion n, and Ernelt Duke of Lunenburzh, who died 
in 1564, was one of the reſt zealous Princes in detending and 
lapporting the Proteſtant Religion in Germany, aud was the 
fiſt Protelant Prince in this Family. 
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He married Sophia, Daughter to Henry Duke of Mecklen- 
burgh, by whom he had Francis-Otho, who died in 1559. 
three Months after he had married Elizabeth, Daughter to 

oachim, the 2d Marquis of Brandenburgh ; Henry, Earl of 
Jannebergh, who was Anceſtor of the Houſe of Brunſwick- 
Wolfenbuttie, and died in 1598; and William Duke of Lu- 
nenburgh-Zell, born July 4, 1535, from whom is deſcended 
the Houſe of Hanover-Zell, of which King George is the 
Head, 

He married Dorothy, Daughter to Chriſtian III. King of 
Denmark ; anddying Ang. 20, 1592, by her left ſeven Sons 
and ſeven Daughters; of which, George, who was born in 
1582, ſucceeded him; and dying in 1641, left Iſſue by Anne- 
Eleanor his Wife, Daughter to Lewis Landgrave of Heſſe- 
Darmſtadt, four Sons, and a Daughter Sophia-Amelia, mar- 
ried to Frederick III. King of Denmark. 

Of the Sons, which were, Chriſtian-Lewis, George-Wil- 
liam, John-Frederick, and Erneſt- Auguſtus, the latter, who 
was born in 1629, was firſt Adminiſtrator of the Biſhoprick 
of Oſnabrup, for the Augſburgh Confeſſion, viz, the Proteſ- 
tant or Reformed Relig on; and in 1662, purſuant to the 
Treaty of Weſtphalia, made Anno 1648, ſucceeded Count 
Francis of Wirtembergh in the ſaid Biſhoprick. 

He alſo, in 1680, became Duke of Hanover, as Heir to 
his Brother john- Frederick, who died without Iſſue Male, 
and on the 17th of October 1692, he was by the Emperor 
Leopold created at Ratiſbon, gth Elector of the Empire, viz. 
of Brunſwick- Lunenburgh, and to his Heirs Male; and on the 
29th of December following, the ſaid Emperor gave the ſo- 
lemn Inveſtiture at Vienna, by delivering the Electoral Cap to 
the Duke of Hanover's Plenipotentiarics, and declared him 
Elector, with the Office of Gonfa!onier, or Standard-Bearer of 
the Empire, (and the Emperor Joſeph, the Son of Leopold, 
when he put the Elector of Bavaria under the mperial Bar, 
gave Duke Erneft the Poſt of Great Treaſvrer of the Fmpire, 
which had belonged to the EleQtor Palatine ;) but this new 
Title of Elector being oppoſed by ſeveral of the German Prin- 
ces, the Diſpute continued till June 30, 1708, when all the 
threz Colleges of the Empire agreed to the pres aan 
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this new Electorate in the Perſon of that Elector's eldeſt Son 


eorge-Lewis (late King of Great-Britain) and on Sept, 7, 
ſdllowing, he was admitted into the EleQoral College; and 
the Office of Arch-Treaſurer of the Empire, was given to the 
ſaid Elector of Brunſwick in 1709, in which Year, on the 
17th of April, the Emperor Joſeph died. f - 

In 1658, the faid Elector Erneſt (who died in 1698) mar- 
rying the Princeſs Sophia, fifth and youngeſt Daughter to Fire- 
derick V. Elector Palatine of the Rhine, (elected King of Bo- 
hemia, Nov. 4, 1619, and died Nov. 19, 1632) by Elizabeth 
of Great-Britain, eldeſt Daughter to King James I, (Niece to 
the Royal Martyr, Siſter to the famous Prince Rupert, Cou- 
ſin-German to the Kings Charles and James II. and their 
Royal Siſter, Mary Princeſs of Orange) by that Marriage and 
his own Birth, he had in his Veins ſome of all the Royal 
Blood of Europe. 


Here it may not be improper to add the Pedigree of this 
great Princeſs Sophia, to ſhew the Affinity of the preſeat 
Royal Eamily to the Welch Nation allo. 


Adwalader the lat King of Britain, was ſurnamed Bhen- 

diged, or the Bleſſed ; he was the Son of King Cadwal- 

lan (deſcended from Coel Godeboe, King of Britain) but had 

no great Sway, the Saxons having ettabliſhed ſeven Kingdoms 

in Britain, and obliged the Britons to retire, ſome beyond the 

Rivers Severn and Dee, and others into Cornwall and Little 
Britain, or Armorica, in France. 

Amongſt the latter went King Cadwalader, to his Coufin 
Alan II. then King of Little- Britain, and from thence in 680, 
to Rome, and died in 688, his Anceſtors having reigned in 
Britain 1827 Years, 

When King Cadwalader retired to Rome, his Son Edwal 
Wyrch of the Roe, firſt King of Wales, was very young, and 
under the Tuition of Alan II. King of Little-Britain above 
mentioned; And this King Alan, having a Son named Ivor, 
to him Edwal refigned the Ki-gdom. 

After the Death of Cadwalader, the ſaid Ivor, being accom - 
panied by his Couſin — came over fiom France, and 
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routing the Saxons, poſſeſſed himſelf of the Counties of Corn- 
wall, Devon, and Somerſet, and then married Ethelberga, 
Coufin to Kentwyn, Kingofthe Weſt-Saxons; whoſe Nephew 
Cadwall, reſigned to Ivor the Kingdom, which he'enjoyed for 
ſome Years, and then went to Rome. 

This Ivor, who by ſome Hiftorians was called Ina, began his 
Reign Anno 688, and in727, reſigned to Adelard his Couſin, 

Jo Edwel Wyrch, or the Roe, firſt King of Wales, after 
his Father's Retirement (who came over from France with his 
Covfin Ivor as above-mentioned) ſucceeded Roderick Malwy- 
noc, who in 727, became King of Wales, and died in 755, 

This Roderick, leaving two Sons, Conan, his Heir ia the 
Kingdom, and Howe), the ſaid Howel took Angleſea from his 
Brother Conan, and afterwards had tie Iſle of Man given him 
by Merfyn, for Life, and died in $25. 

Conan, who was ſurnamed Tindaythwy, dying in 818, left 
a Daughter named Efylht, who was his ſole Heir; and ſhe 
marrying Merfyn Frych, Son of Gwyryad, Son of Elidure, 
lineally deſcended from Coel Godeboc, King of Britain, and 
of Neſta, Danghter of Cadelh ap Brochwel ap Elis, King of 
Pois, he in her Right became King of Man, and was alſo 
King of Wales; and dying in 843, by her left a Son who was 
called Roderick Mawr, or the Great King of Wales. 

This Roderick Mawr, marrying Angharad, Daughter and 
Heir to Meyric ap Dyfnw all ap Arthen ap SitſyIht, King of 
Cardigan, by her h:d three Sons, which were Anarawd Prince 
of North Wales, Cadeth Prince of South Wales, and Merfyn 
Frince of Powis; which Merfyn loſt his Principality to his 
F rother Cadelh, and was ſlain by the Danes, A, D. goo, 
leaving no Iſſue. 

Anarawwd, Brother to Merfyn, became Prince of North 
Wales, A. D. 877, and dying in 913, left two Sons, Edwal 
Foel Prince of North Wales, and Elis, who were both ſain 
A. D. 940, by the Engliſh and Danes; but Edwal leaving 
three Sons, Meyric, Jevaf, and Jago, the latter, in 948, 
became Prince of North Wales jointly with his Brother Je- 


vaf, but was expelled by his Nephew Howel, which put an 
End to the Line of Jago. 


Jevaf 
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Jevaf. (his Brother Meyric being ſet aſide by him and his 
Brother Jago, and impriſoned by his Nephew Howel) became 
Prince of North Wales, fucceeded Howel Dha, and to him in 
972, ſueceeded Howel his Son, which Howel alſo ſucceeded 
his Uncle Jego; but in 984 was flain in a Battle with the 
Engliſh, and was ſucceeded in the Principality of North 
Wates, by his Brother named Cadwalhon, 

This Cadwalhon being ſhin in g$ 5, by Meredith ap Owen, 
and dying without Iſſue, we return to Howel his Brother 
before mentioned, which Howel had a Son named Conan, but 
he being ſlain in the Vear 1003, by Aedan ap Blegorad, who 
oſurped the Dominion of North Wales, after the Death of 
Edwal ap Meyric, znd was flain by Lhewelyn ap Sitſylht, 
A. D. 1015, put an End to that Line; ſo that we return to 
Meyric, who was ſet aſide by his Brothers Jevaf and Jago, as 
above mentioned, 

This Meyric had a Son named Edwal, who was Prince of 
North Wales, ſucceeded Meredith ap Owen A. D. 992 ; but 
he being flain in a Battle with Harold the Dane, An. 1003, 
Jago his 'Sen became Prince of North Wales, ſucceeded Lhe- 
welyn ap Sitſytht, Anno 1021; but this Jago being Nlain by 
Gruffydh ap Lhewelyn, who ſucceeded him in 1037, Conan 
the Son of the ſaid Jago, warred with the ſaid Gruftydh ap 
Lhewelyn for the Principality of North Wales, and marrying 
Kanulph, Daughter to Alfred King of Dublin, by her had a 
Son named Gruffydh, who was Prince of North Wales, he 
fucceeding Trahaern ap Caradoc, whom he flew in 1080. 

This Gruffydh married Angharad, Davghter to Owen ap 
Edwyn, which Owen rebelled againſt him, and invited the 
Engliſh into Wales, who in 1097, appointed him Prince of 
the Country; but he ſoon loſing it, and dying in 1102, the 
faid Gruffydh, who married his Daughter, having a Son by 
her, and a Daughter named Gwenlhian ; the ſaid Davghter 
became the Wife of Gruffydh ap Rhys, and Mother of Rhys 
ap Gruffydh, Prince of South Wales, and her Brother Owen, 
who was ſurnamed Gweynedh, ſucceeding his Fatherin 1136, 
was Prince of North Wales. 

This Owen had two Sons, and a Daughter named Gwen- 
thian, which Daughter was married to Owen Cyfeilioc, Lord 
of Powis, as hereafter will appear, 
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Of the ſaid two Sons of Owen Gwynedh, Jorwerth 
Drwyndwn the eldeſt, was ſet aſide on account of his broken 
Noſe; and David his Brother, ſucceeded his Father in 1170, 
was Prince of North Wales; but he dying unmarried in 119 5, 
Lhewelyn his Nephew, the Son of Jorwerth his Brother, ſue- 
ceeded him, and was Pr. of North Wales; and ſoon after the 
Death of Gruffydh ap Rhys, Pr. of South Wales, received 
Homage from his Son Rhys, and became Pr, of all Wales. 

This Lhewelyn, who died in 1240, married Joan, Daugh- 
ter to John King of England, and by her had David Heir to 
his Honours, and a Daughter Gladys, married to Sir Ralph 
Mortimer, 

David, who, in 1240, ſucceeded his Father, and was 
Prince of all Wales, dying in 1246, unmarried, we ſhall now 
ſpeak of Gruftydh, his Father's baſe Son, who was Father of 
three Sons, Lhewelyn, Owen, and Navid ; whereof Owen, 
who was Prince of Wales jointly with his Brother Lhewelyn 
for ſome time, joined his Brother David againſt Lhewelyp ; 
but they in 1255, being both overcome and impriſoned by 
Lhewelyn; and David, after his Brother Lhewelyn's Death, 
being delivered up to the Welch, and beheaded at Shrewſbury, 
and dying without Iflue, as did Owen his next Brother, 
Lhewelyn the eldeſt, was the laſt Prince of Wales, but was 
routed by Edward I. King of England, in 1282, and his 
Head ſet on the Tower of London, 

This Lhewelyn leaving Iſſue a Daughter Catharine, his ſole 
Heir, ſhe married Lhewelyn ap Gruftydh ap Tangwiſth, and 
by him had a Daughter Eleanor, married to 'Thomas ap 
Lhewelyn ap Owen ap Meredith Lord Iſcoed, and by him had 
a Daughter Margaret, who being married to Tudor ap Gronw 
ap Tudor, had Meredith ap Tudor, whoſe Wife was Marga- 
ret, Daughter to Dafydd Fychan, and by her had a Son Owen 
Tudor, which Son (who was deſcended by Iſſue Male from 
Keman the Son of Coel, King of Britain, and Brother to 
Hellen, Mother to Conſtantine the Great; as alſo from Ro- 
derie Mawr, the Great King of Wales before-mentioned) 
marrying Queen * Catharine, youngeſt Daughter to 2 70 

.* The Miſe of King Henry V. was Catharine, youngeſt 
Daughter of Charles VI, King of France; ſhe died Jan. 3, 
1437s 
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VI. King of France, and Widow of King Henry V. of Eng- 
land, by her had Iſſue three Sons, viz. Edmund Tudor Earl 
of Richmond, Jaſpar, and Owen, and a Daughter that died 
in her Infancy, 
Edmund, Earl of Richmond, married Margaret, ſole 
Daughter and Heir to John Beaufort, Duke of Somerſet, Son 
of John Earl of Somerſet, Son to John of Gaunt, Duke of 
Lancafter, 4th Son of King Edward III. (and fo named, being 
| born at Gaunt in Flanders) and by her had Henry VII. King 
| of England, (and firſt of the Surname of Tudor) whoſe Wife 
| was Elizabeth eldeſt Daughter to King Edward IV. and by 
her, beſides a Daughter named Margaret, he had Henry VIII. 
of England, who had Edward VI. King of England,. Mary, 
who ſucceeded her Brother Edward, and Elizabeth, who ſuc- 
ceeded Mary; which Queen Elizabeth dying in 1603, unmar- 
ried, and her Brother and Siſter without Iſſue, put an end to 
that Line; ſo that we ſhall return to Margaret before-men- 
tioned, Daughter of King Henry VII, She married James 
IV. King of Scots, flain in 1513, who by her had James V. 
and a Daughter Margarct, married to Matthew Stuart, Earl of 
Lenox, and by him was Mother of Henry Lord Darnley, 
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King James V. of Scotland, who died in 1542, married 
Mary of Lorrain, and by her had Mary Queen of Scotland, 
who was beheaded in 1587; which ſaid Queen having mar- 
ried the above-mentioned Henry Lord Darnley, by him had 
James the Sixth of Scotland and firſt of England, who died 
An, 1625; and he marrying Anne, Daughter of Frederick II, 
King of Denmark, by her, beſides Charles I. of England, 
who was beheaded, had a Daughter Elizabeth; who being 
married in 1613, to Frederick V. Elector Palatine of the 
Rhine, King ot Bohemia, who died in 1632, by him had a 
Daughter Sophia, who died in 1714 ; but the being married

George-Lewis, eldeſt of the fix Sons of Duke Erneft and 
the Princeſs Sophia, who was born the 28th of May, 1660, in 
the Palace of Oſnabrug in Weſtphalia, on the 18th of Janu- 
aty 1698-9, ſucceeded his Father in all his Titles and Domi- 
nions, (except that of the Biſhoprick of Oſnabrug, which fell 
to his Brother Duke Erneft, by Virtue of the Treaty of Weſt- 
phalia, as before- mentioned.) 

At a Chapter of the Knights of the Garter, held at Ken- 
ſington on the 18th of June 1701, the 14th of William III. 
he was elected a Knight of that Moſt Noble Order; and on 
the 21ſt of the ſaid Month, Charles Gerard, Earl of Mac- 
clesfield, ani Gregory King, Eſq; Lancaſter Herald, were fent 
to Hanover with the Habit and Enſigns of the ſaid Order; 
where, on the 3d of Auguſt following, he received the Gar- 
ter and George, and the next Day being Sunday, he was in- 
veſted with the whole Habit; and on the 13th of March 
170 3, the 2d of Queen Anne, he was inftalled at Windfor, 
by his Proxy Charles Lord Mohun. |

His Moſt Sacred Majeſty George II. now King of Great- 
Britain, who was born on the zoth of October 1683, was 
in a Chapter held at Kenſington on the 4th of April 1706, 
the 5th of Queen Anne, elected a Knight of the Garter ;z and 
on the 22d of the ſame Month, Charles Montagu, Lord Ha- 
lifax, and John Vanburgh, Eſq; Clarencieux King of Arms, 
were commiſſioned by her Majeſty to carry the Habit and En- 
ſigns to Hanover, where on the 31ſt of May O. S. he re- 
ceived the Garter and lefler George, as on Sunday Evening 
the ad of June, he was inveſted with the whole Habit of the 
Order ; and on the 22d of December the ſame Year, was 
inſtalled at Windſor. 

On the gth of November 1706, the gth of Queen Anne, 
he was, by Letters Patent created Baron of Tewkſbury, in 
the County of Glouceſter, Viſcount .

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July 7, 1716, to January 18, 1716-17, he was Guardian of 
the Realm, and Lieutenant within the ſame ; and beſides the 
Titles above-mentioned, he was (whilſt Prince of Wales) one 
of his Majeſty's Privy Council, one of the Governors of the 
Charter-Houſe, Captain-General of the Artillery-Company, 
and Chancellor of the Univerſity of Dublin, and was the only 
Prince of Wales ſince the Black Prince, Son to King Edward 
III. that had Children alive in his Father's Reign. 

On the 11th of June 1727, he ſucceeded his Father in the 
Monarchy of Great-Britain, &c. was on the 15th of the ſaid 
Month proclaimed in London, as on the 19th he was in Edin- 
burgh and Dublin; and on the 11th of October was crowned 
with his Queen at Weſtminſter, 

On the ſecond of September 1705, his Majeſty was mar- 
ried to Wilhelmina-Caroline, (who was born on the firſt of 
March, 1682-3) Daughter to John - Frederick, Marquiſs of 
Brandenburgh-Anſpach, (by Eleanor-Erdmuth-Louiſa his ſe- 
cond Wife, Daughter to John-George, Duke of Saxe-Eyſe- 
nach) and by her had the following Iflue, viz.

His Royal Highneſs was created Duke of Glouceſter Janu- 
ary 10, 1717-18, inſtalled Knight of the Garter, (by his 
Proxy Sir Samuel Lennard, K nt, and Bart.) April 30, 1718 ; 
created Baron of Snaudon in the County of Caernarvon, Vil- 
count of Launceſton in the County of Cornwall, Earl of El- 
tham in the County of Kent, Marquis of the Ifle of Ely in 
the County of Cambridge, and Duke of Edinburgh, July 15, 
1726; as on the 26th of Nov. 1727, he was appointed Firſt 
Commiſſioner for building the Royal Hoſpital at Greenwich, 

On Tueſday, December 3, 1728, his Royal Highneſs land- 
ed at Harwich, being the firſt time of his coming to England, 
and the next Day arrived at St. James's; where, on the 18th 
of the ſame Month, he was appointed one of his Majeſty's 
Privy Council, and elected a Fellow of the Royal Society. 

On the gth of January, 1728 9, he was created Prince of 
Wales, and Earl of Cheſter, by which Titles he was ſummon- 
ed to Parliament the next Day; and on the 18th of June, 
1729, was ſworn Chancellor of the Univerſity of Dublin. 
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On the 275th of April, 1736, his Royal Highneſs was mar-

The faid John-Frederick was born on the 8th of October

paternal Affection. He died young, and much lamented, on 
the 13th of Mar-h, 1685-6, having had two Wives. 

By his firſt Wife, Joanna-Elizabeth, Daughter of Frede- 
rick VI. Prince of Baden-Durlach, he had two Sons and a 
Daughter, viz. Chriſtian- Albert, Prince of Brandenburgh-An- 
ſpach, who died in 1692 unmarried ; George-Frederick, Prince 
of Brandenburgh-Anſpach, who died in 1703, unmarried : 
and Dorothea, Wife of John-Reynhard, Prince of Hanau. 

The ſaid John-Frederick, by his ad Wife, Eleanora-Erd- 
muth-Louiſa, Daughter of John-George, Duke of Sax- Eiſe- 
nach, bad a Daughter Wilhelmina-Charlotta, or Caroline, 
and a Son William-Frederick ; he was born the 29th of De- 
cember 1685, and ſucceeded his Half- Brother George-Frede- 
rick as Prince of Brandenburgh- Anſpach, in 1703. THe mar- 
red Chriſtiana-Charlotta, Daughter to Frederick-Charles, 
Duke of Wirtemburg, by whom he had Charles- William» 
Frederick, born May 12, 1712; who ſucceedinz his Father om 
the 7th of June 1723, is the preſent Prinee of Brandenburgh- 
Anſpach, and married the Princeſs Frecerica-Loviſa, ad 
Daughter to the late King of Pruſſia, in the Year 1730. 

Wilhelmina-Charlotta, or Caroline, before mentioned, was 
born on the 1 of March, 1682-3, and educated at the 
Court of Berlin, under the Care of Sophia-Charlotta, Queen 
of Pruſha, (Siſter to George I. King of Great-Britain, and 


Mother of the late King of Pruſſia.) She made early Im- 


provements in all uſeful Knowledge, and for her great Beauty, 
Wit, and Virtue, ſhe was courted by the Houle of Auſtria, 
to be the Wife of Charles then King of Spain, and late Em- 
peror of Germany; but ſhe refuſed that Honour, becauſe ſhe 
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would not turn Roman Catholick, but ſteadily adhered to the 
Proteſtant Reformed Religion. Her Virtue was ſoon re- 
warded, by being matried on the 2d of September 1705, to 
George-Auguſtus, Electoral Prince of Brunſwick- Lunen- 
burgh, now King of Great-Britain, She ſhared with him in 
his growing Honours, and was happy at Hanover in the inti- 
mate Converfation of her Grandmother-in-Law, the Princeſs 
Sophia, ſaid to be the wiſeſt Princeſs in Europe. She lived 
like her Father, the Delight of her Subjects, till the died, 
juſtly lamented, on Sunday about 11 at Night, 20 Nov. 177, 
Queen Carcline's fine Character can hardly be diſplayed by 
the beſt Orators, being, in every Station of her Life, a moſt 
iuſtrious Pattern, as a Wife, a Queen, a Mother, a Friend, 
and a Chriſtian ; was courteous, aftable, and beneficent ; ſhe

King Edward III. in Right of his Mother, (who was I@- 
bel, Daughter to Philip IV. ſurnamed the Fair, King ot 
France, whoſe Sons, Lewis, Philip, and Charles, all Kings of 
France ſucceſſively, dying without Iſſue Male) the better to 
proſecute his Claim to the Crown of France, ſtrengthened 
himſelf by Alliances with the Emperor of Germany, and ſe- 
veral other Princes and States. In January 14340, beingin 
Perſon in the Netherlands, he concluded a Treaty with the 
Flemings, whereby they engaged to acknowledge and aſſiſt 
him as their Sovereign, provided he ſhould take upon him 
the Arms, as well as the Title of King of France; which he 

did accordingly, and thereupon received their Homage,

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It is obſervable, that at firſt he placed the Arms of Eng- 
land in the 1ſt and 4th Quarters ; and thoſe of France, which 
at that Time were, Azure, Semee of Fleurs de Lis, Or, in 
the 2d and 3d Quarters, with this Motta, Dieu & mon Droit; 
thereby declaring, he.confided only in God, and the Juſtice of 
his Cauſe... Soon after, either to gratify the French Nation, 
ot becauſe theirs was the more ancient and greater Monarchy, 
he placed the Fleurs de Lis in the 1ſt and 4th, or more honour- 
able Quarters: And when Charles VI. of France reduced the 
Semee to three Fleurs de Lis, K. Henry V. of England, who 
conquered France, did the like ; and placed England, which 
was, Gules, three Lions paſſant-guardant, Or, (as above) be- 
tore France; but Henry VI. of England, being crowned at 
Paris K. of France, the Fleurs de Lis were again placed firft, 

K. James I. upon the Union of England and Scotland, cauſ- 
cd the Arms of France and England to be quartered with thoſe - 
of Scotland and Ireland, viz, iſt, France and England quar- 
terly 3 2d, Scotland; 3d, Ireland; 4th, as the firſt ; But ſince 
the Union with Scotland, Anno 1709, the 6th of Q. Anne, 
the Fleurs de Lis are placed in the 2d Quarter; and ſince the 
Acceſſion of K. George I. Anno 1714, the Royal Atchicve- 
ment is marſhalled as follows, viz. 

Quarterly, in the firſt Grand Quarter, Mars, three Lions 
paiſang-guardant in Pale, Sol, the Imperial Enſigns of Eng- 
land, empaled with the Royal Arms of Scotland, which are 
Sol, a Lion rampant, with a, double Treſſure flowered and 
counterflowered with Fleurs de Lis, Mars ; the 2d Quarter in 
the Royal Arms of France, viz.

On the dexter Side, a Lion guardant, Sol crowned as the 
Creſt, (the proper Supporter of the Engliſh Enſign) on the 
Siniſter, an Unicorn Luna, horned, mained, and hoofed, Sol, 
gorged with a Collar of Croſſes pattee and Fleurs de Lis, a 
Chain thereto affixed, all Gold, both ſtanding on a Compart- 
ment, from whence iſſue (from one Stem) the two Royal 
Badges of his Majeſty's chief Dominions, viz. on the Right, 
a Roſe party per Pale Argent and Gules, ſtalked and leaved 
Vert, for England ; and on the Left, a Thiſtle proper for 
Scotland; being ſo adorned by K. James I. whoſe Supporters 
(as K. of Scotland) were two Unicorns; but under him in 
1603, England being united to that Nation, gave occaſion for 
our carrying one of them o the ſiniſter Side, as above; and 
in the Year 1614, (being K. of Ireland) he alſo canſed the 
Harp to be marſhalled with the Arms of Great- Britain; ſince 
when, it hath been ſet upon the Britiſh Coin, 


Charlemaine, (or Charles the Great) who was K. of France 
and Emperor of Germany, and died January 28, $14, having 
a very rich Crown, (which his Majeſty K. George bears in 
his Arms as Arch-Treaſurer and Prince Elector of the Holy 
Roman Empire) the following is a Deſcription thereof. 

It is made of pure Gold, weighing fourteen Pound, divided 
into eight Parts, and is till preſerved at Nuremberg, 

The foremoſt Part is adorned with twelve Jewels, all un- 
poliſhed, and is bigger than thoſe on the Right and Left, but 
that behind is of equal Size. 

On the ſecond Part on the Right Hand, is our Saviour ſit- 
ting between two Cherubs, each with four W ngs, whereof 
two are upward, and two downward, and under this Motto, 
Per me Reges regnant. | The 
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The third Part on the ſame Side, has only Gems and Pearls 
upon it, 

On the fourth Part is K. Hezekiah fitting, leaning his 
Head on his Right Hand, as though he was ſick ; and by his 
Side, Iſaiah the Prophet, with a Scroll, whereon is this Mot- 
to, Ecce adjiciam ſuper Dies tuos 15 Annos, As alſo over the 
Heads of theſe Figures, Iſaias Propheta, Ezechias Rex. 

The fifth Part, which is behind (and of equal Bigneſs with 
that before) contains Jewels Semi. 

The fixth Part has the Effigies of a K. crowned, and a 
Scroll in his Hand, with theſe Words, Honor Regis judicium 
diligit: As alſo over his Head. Rex David. 

The ſeventh Part is only of Gems; but the eighth and laſt 
has a K. ſitting, with his Crown upon his Head; and ona Scroll 
which he holds with both Hands, is this Motto, Time Domi- 
num, & Regem amato: As likewiſe over his Head, Rex 
Solomon. 

On the Top of this Crown is a Croſs, whoſe Front contains 
ſeventeen Jewels, and in the Top of the Croſs are theſe 
Words, IHS Nazarenus Rex Judæorum; as alſo in the Arch 
or Semicircle, theſe Words, CHVONRADUS, Dei Gratia, 
ROMANORVM IMPERATOR AVG. which ſhews, 
that the Semicircle was added after Charlemaine's Time, by 
the Emperor Conrade. 


Note, By an Article of the Union with Scotland in 1707, 
the 6th of Queen Anne, it was agreed, that the Craſs of St. 
George, which is Gules, the Field Argent, and the Croſs of 
St. Andrew, which is Argent, the Field Azure, be conjoined 
when uſed in Flags, Banners, Standards, and Enſigas, both

HE Moſt High, Puiſſant, and Illuftrious Prince, 
T George-William-Frederick, Prince of Great-Bri- 
tain, Electoral Prince of Brunſwick-Lunenburgh, 
Prince of Wales, Duke of Edinburgh, Marquiſs 
of the Iſle of Ely, Earl of Cheſter and Eltham, 
Viſcount of Launceſton, Baron of Snaudon, Lord of the Iſles,

All Potentates highly advance in the Eyes of their Subjects 
their Heir Apparent, and confer upon him very high and 
eminent Titles of Honour, The Heir of the Romans was 
called Cæſar, the Princeps Juventutis, as the Principal of all 
their Hopes in their Poſterity. The Heir of the French Na- 
tion is honoured with the Name of Dauphin, &c. and in like 
manner, the Heir to the Crown of England has the Title of 
Prince of Wales, Next to his Father, he is Chief in th* 
Realm, and by. Courſe of the Civil Law, is to fit at his 
Right Hand in all ſolemn Aſſemblies of State and Honour; 
and it was ſettled by the Houſe of Peers, May 30, 1660, that 
the Seat of the Prince of Wales in that Houſe, ſhould be ” 
the 
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the right Hand of the State; but he has no kingly Preroga- 
tive by the Laws of Britain, in the Life of his Father, 

Lhewelyn, the laſt Welch Prince of the Britiſh Race, 
refufing (Anne ra72)to come 40 the-Coronation of KAW. 
I. of England, as-alſo- to hie Parliament, the ſaid Edw. I. 
(Wales having ever ſtruggled for Liberty and the Rule of a 
native Governour) grounded a Quarrel upon this Occaſion, 
and marching againſt the ſaid Lhewelyn with a powerful 
Army, beſides the Fine of 50,0001, Sterling, and Payment 
of 1000 1, per Annum for what he held, which was only 
for his Life, he forced him to accept a Peace upon ſuch Con- 
ditions that made his Principality differ but little from the 
Tenure of a Subject: But this Lhewelyn's hanghty Spirit 
could not brook long ; for within three Years, that Prince, 
together with his Brother David, (on whom the King, be- 
ficves many other Graces, had conferred the Honour of Knight- 
hooe) made a Revolt, and therevpon ſent a Roll of their 
Grievances (es the Cauſe thereof) to the Archbiſhop of Can- 
terbury, who endeavoured to perſwade them to a Submiſſion, 
but could not prevail; ſe ſtreng was the Conceit of a Pro- 
phecy of Mer in (that Labyrinth of Error) that Lhewelyn 
ſhould one Day poſſeſs the Diadem of Brute, The K. theie- 
fore marched from the Devizes, in the C, of Wibs, with a 
large Army againſt Lhewelyn, and flew him in Battle; and 
his Head being cut off by a private Soldier, and preſented to 
the K. he cavſed it to be ignominiouſly crowned with Ivy, 
and placed upon the Tower of London : And David his Bro- 
ther, being afterwards taken, was drawn at an Horſe's Tail 
through the Streets of Shrewſbury, and then beheaded, his 
four Quarters being ſet up at the Cities of York, Briſtol, 
Wincheſter, and Town of Northampton, and his Head ſet up 
by his Brother's. This was the firſt Execution of this Nature 
in England, of a Prince's Son, or any Nobleman. 

K. Edw. having thus reduced Wales, united it to the 
Crown of England; but perceiving the Welch uneaſy under 
the Rule of Strangers, he ſent Eleanor his Q. to Caernar- 
von Caſtle in North Wales, where on the 25th of April, 
1284, ſhe was delivered of a Son (which was the youngeſt of 


tour, of that K. and Q. but the only one that ſurvived) and 
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then the K. calling together the Barons of Wales, demanded 
if they would be content to ſubject themſelves to one of their 
own — that could not ſpeak a Word of Engliſh, and 
againſt whoſe Life they could take no juſt Exception; to 
which they readily conſented, and having ſworn to yield Obe- 
dience, he nominated this new-born Son, who in his Charter 
the 24th of March 13035, the 33d Year of his Reign, he 
ſtiled Prince of Wales, being the firſt of the Sons and Heirs 
apparent of the Kings of England, that bear that Title ; and 
the K. likewiſe beſtowed on him, all the Lands, Honours, 
and Revenues belonging to the ſaid Principality; ſince which 
Time, the eldeſt Son and Heir apparent of the K. of England, 
Has been tiled Prince of Wales. 

K. Edw, III. by his Charter, dated the 18th of May 1432, 
the ſixth of his Reign, granted to Edw, his eldeſt Son, ſur- 
named the Black Prince, the C. of Cheſter, as alſo that Caſ- 
tle, and the Caſtle of Flint, with many other Places and 
Lands in England, from whence-forward he had the Title of 
Earl of Cheſter added to his Stile. For John ſurnamed Scot, 
(Son of David Earl of Huntingdon, who was younger Brother 
to William called the Lion, K. of Scotland, obtaining it in 
Right of his Mother, who was Maud, eldeſt Siſter and Co- 
heir of Ranulf, ſurnamed Blundevile, the 6th Earl thereof ) 
marrying Helena, Da. to Lhewelyn Prince of Wales; and 
dying without Iſſne, K. Hen, 3. in 1239, the 23 Year of his 
Reign, in regard that many Regal Prerogatives belonged to 
this Earldom, gave the four Siſters of the ſaid John le Scot, 
which were Margaret, Iſabel, Maud, and Eva, other Lands 


inſtead of it; and in the 31ſt of his Reign, Anno 1247, by 


Letters Patent, annexed it to the Crown for ever, and made 
his eldeſt Son, Prince Edward, Earl thereof. | 

By another Charter, dated the 19th of March 1336-9, the 
11th of Edw. III. he was in the Parliament held at Weſtmin- 
fler, created Duke of Cornwall, and inveſted by the Sword 
only, this being the firſt Precedent for the Creation of a Duke 
in England; and from this Prince Edw, the Dukedom of 
Cornwall hath ever fince ſlept in the Crown: for the eldeſt 
Son and Heir apparent to the K. of England, (whether it be 


by Birth, or the Death of his elder Brother, -or his Father as 


Kang) is Duke of Cornwall without any Creation. k 
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In the Parliament held at Pomfret, Anno 1342, the 26th 


of Edw. 3. the above-mentioned Black Prince was created 


Prince of Wales by Letters Patent, dated the 1$th of March 
the ſame Year; as alſo created Earl of Cheſter and Flint, 
and was inveſted in the Principality of Wales, with theſe 
Enſigns of Honour, viz. A Chaplet of Gold, made in Man- 
ner of a Garland, a Gold Ring, and a Verge, Rod, or Scepter 
of Silver: And for the better Support of his Eftate as Prince 
of Wales, ſeveral Lands granted him, particularly enumerated 
in a Writ, to be delivered to this Prince, or his Attorney, 
with this Dignity. 

In the 16th Year of his Age, the Black Prince entering 
upon the Stage of War, accompanied the K, his Father into 
France, where, at his Landing, he received the Honour of 
Knighthood from that martial King's Hands ; and at the 
Battle of Creſſy, (which was fought on the 26th of Auguſt 
1346, the 20th of Edw, 3.) leading the Van-Guard, he 
there ſlew John of Luxemburgh, K. of Bohemia, and then 
deplumed his Caſque of thoſe Oftrich Feathers, which in 
Memory of this Victory became his Cogniſance; ſometimes 
uſing one Feather, ſometimes three, (as appeareth by his Seals 
and on his Tomb) with Scrolls containing this Motto, Ich 
Dien, which in the German or old Saxon Language ſignifies 
I ſerve ; alluding to the Words of the Apoſtle, that the Heir, 
whilſt he is a Child, differeth nothing from a Servant, And 
theſe Feathers and Motto have been ever fince borne by our 
Princes of Wales, Heirs apparent to the Kings of this Realm, 
with the Addition (by the mcre modern Kings) of a Coronet, 
and by the Vulgar are called the Prince's Arms; tho' the an- 
cient Arms of the Princes of Wales (whilſt they were Sove- 
reigns) were quarterly, Gules and Or, four Lions paſſant-guar- 
dant counterchanged : But now the Arms of that Prince differ 
from thoſe of the K. only by the Addition of a Label of 
three Points, Luna, in Chief, and the Omiſſion of Charle- 
maine's Crown borne in Surtout in the laſt Quarter, the ſaid 
Eſcutcheon Surtout being carried uncharged by the preſent 


Prince, to expreſs his being Heir apparent to the Office of 


Arch-Treaſurer of the Roman Empire.

After the Reſtoration of K. Charles 2. viz, on the gth 
of February 1660-6r, it was ordered, that the Son and Heir 
apparent to the Crown of En:land, ſhould uſe and bear a 
Golden Coronet of Croſſes pattee, and Fleurs de Lis, with 
the Addition of one Arch, and in the midſt a Ball and Croſs, 
in reſemblance of the Royal Diadem. 

At the ſame time it was alſo ordered, that the Duke of 
York, and all the immediate Sons and Brothers of the Kings 
or Queens of England, ſhould bear their Coronets compoſed 
of Croſſes pattee and Fleurs de Lis only; but that all their 
Sons reſpectively, having the Title of Dukes, ſhould bear 
their Coronets compoſed of Croſſes pattee and Strawberry 
Leaves, ſuch as are uſed in the Compoſure of the Coronets of 
Dukes, who are not of the Royal Blood. 

Since the Union of England and Scotland, An. 1-07, the 
Title of the Prince of Wales hath been Prince of Great- 
Britain (but he is ſtill generally tiled Prince of Wales) as he 
is alſo Duke of Rothſay, and Seneſchal or Steward of Scot- 
land from the firſt Hour of his Birth (as being the King's 
eldeſt Son) a Title given in the Year 1395, to David Stuart, 
Son to K. Robert 3. ſince which it has continued to the el- 
deſt Son of Scotland, 

At his Creation (as Prince of Wales) he 1s preſented be- 
fore the K. in his Surcoat, Cloak, and Mantle of Crimſon 
Velvet, and girt with a Belt of the ſame, when the K. put- 
teth a Cap of Crimſon Velvet indented and turned up with 
Ermine, and the Coronet above-mentioned on his Head, as a 
Token of Principality ; the K. alſo putteth into his Hand a 
Verge of Gold, the Emblem of Government, and a Ring of 
Gold on his Middle Finger, to intimate that he muſt be a 
Huſband to his Country, and a Father to her Children, 

To him is likewiſe given and granted Letters Patent, fo 
Hold the ſaid Principality to him and his Heirs, Kings of 
England; by which Words the Separation of this Princi- 
pality is for ever prohibited, His Mantle, which he wears 
at the Coronation, is doubled below the Elbow with Ermine, 
ſpotted Diamond-ways; but the Robe which he wears in 
Parliament, is adorned with five Bars or Guards of — 
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ſet at an equal Diſtance one from the other, with a Gold 
Lace above each Bar.

K IS auguſt Family being as ancient as it is illuſ- 

N H N trious, would ſwell our Compendium to an enor- 

mous Size, were we to trace it ab Origine; 

* *. X therefore we ſhall go no farther back than the 

late Prince's Great Grandmother Albertina, 

who was Da. to K. William 34's Grand- father, Frederick - 
Henry, ? 

The ſaid Albertina, who was born April 9, 1624, and 
died May 26, 1699, was married May 2, 1652, to Wil- 
liam-Frederick, who (being born Auguſt the 7th, 1623) ſuc- 
ceeded his unmarried Brother Henry-Cafimir Count of Naſ- 
ſau Dietz in 1640, as Stadholder of Friſeland; but as he 
was blowing into a Piſtol, to try if it was charged, it went 
off, and ſo wounded him, that he died in three Days, on 
the 13th of October 1664, leaving a Da. and a Son; the 
former, (viz, the Princeſs Amelia) who was born in July 
1654, and died the 16th of February 1695, was married 
the 28th of November 1690, to John William Duke of 
Saxe Eiſenach. The Son, whoſe Name was Henry-Caſimir, 
from his Uncle, was born the 17th of January 1657, and 
died the 25th of March 1696, leaving by his Wife Henyi- 
etta-Amelia, Da, of John-George II. Prince of Anhalt- 
Deſſau, who was born in 1666, married in 1684, and died 
April x7, in 1726. 

ohn-William-Friſo, Prince of Naſſau andHereditary Stadt- 
holder of Friſeland, (Grand-father of the preſent Prince) 
who was born the 25th of July 1687, O. S. and being ap- 
| pointed 
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pointed Heir of the Houſe of Orange, by the Laſt Will and 
Teſtament. of K. William 3. came to Age in 1708, and 
to the Title of Prince of Orange, and was a great Hero in 
the Dutch Service; but was accidentally drowned the 3d of 
July 2731, as he was paſſing the Maerdyke to the Hague, 
to have a Conference with the States about his Succeſſion. 
He married on the 26th of April 1708, Mary Louiſa, Da. 
of Charles Landgrave of Heſſe Caſſel, who was born the 
7th of February 1688, and had by her Charlotta-Louiſa, 
born October 13, 1710, and married on the zd of July 1727, 
to Frederick the Hereditary Prince of Baden Dourlach : And 
the late Prince, 

William- Charles- Hency-Friſo, who was born the 27ſt 
of Auguſt 1711, O. S. 49 Days after his Father was 
drowned, This Prince, who was born Hereditary Stadt- 
holder of Friſeland, and inſtalled therein the 3d of Sep- 
tember 1731, was elected alſo Stadtholder of Guelderland, 
Zutphen, Groeningen, the Ommelands, and Drenthe; on 
the 12th of June 1733, he was elected a Kt. of the Garter, 
and inſtalled by Proxy Auguſt the 22d 3 and on the 14th 
of March 1733-4, was married to Anne Princeſs Royal of 
England, by whom on the 8th of December 1736, he had a 
Da. born at the Hague, who died juſt after her Birth; and on 
Feb. 17, 1742-4, another Da. the Princeſs Caroline, married 
March the 5th 1760 to Charles Chriſtian Prince of Naſſau 
Wielbourg, and a Son William his Succeſſor, born $th March 
1 47 8; elected Kt. of the Garter March 13, 1752, and in- 
ſtalled the 4th of June following. 

The Titles of this Prince are, Prince of Orange and 
Naſſau, Count of Catzenellebogen, Vianden, Dietz, Spigel- 
berg, Buuren, Leerdam; Marquis of Ter-Veer and Fluſh. 
ing; Baron of Breda, Peylſtein, the Town of Graave, 
and the County of Cuyk, Weiflein, Cranendonk, Eind- 
hoven and Liesfeldt; Lord of Br:denvoort, Turnhout, 
Gertruydenberg, Willemſtadt, Kiunderd, St. Martenſdyk, 
Seevenbergen, Steenbergen, Upper and Lower Swaluwe, 
Naaltwyck, Grimbergen, Herſtal, d'Arlav, Noſeroy, St. 
Vich, Burgenbag, Daaſburg, and Warneton; Independent 
Sovereign of the Iſle of Ameland; Hereditary Burgr ve of 


Antwerp and Beſancon; Hereditary Marſhal of Holland; 
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Hereditarry Stadtholder, Captain-General, and Admiral of 
the ſeven. United Provinces, &c.- On the 226 of Aptil, 1747, 
his Royal Highneſs was proclaimed Stadtholder, Captain- 
Crank and Admiral-General of the ſeven United-Provin- 
ces; and in November following, the ſame was ſettled on 
his Iſſue Male, and in default thereof on the Princeſs Caro- 
line his Da. and her Iſſue, with the Title of Governante 
and in Caſe the Stadtholderſhip ſhould devolve on a Minor, 
then the Princeſs his Mother ſhoulo, during the Minority, act 
as Guardian, with the Title of Governante, and enjoy all 
the Privileges annexed to it till the Minor was of Age; and it 
ſhe ſhould die, or marry again, then the States were to ſupply 
that Guardianſhip. 

His Royal Highneſs died the 11th of October 1751, aged 
40, and the Princeſs, his Conſort, 12 Jan. 1759, aged 4c. 


Upon which his Serene Highneſs Lewis Erneſt Prince of 


Brunſwick Wolfenbuttle, and Field-Marſhal in the Service 
of the States General, was appointed actual Guardian and 
Adminiſtrator of the Houſe of Orange during the Minority

cw s the Illuſtrious Family of her Royal Highneſs is 
4 A 2 now ſo nearly related to the Royal Family, it will 
K (no doubt) be expected that ſome Account ſhould 

be given of her Royal Highneſs's brave Anceſtors, 
whom we find divided into the Erneſtine and Albertine 
Branches of the Electoral Houſe of Saxony; that Houſe to 
whoſe Protection the Proteſtants of Europe are ſo ſignally 
obliged for the Reformed Religion. 

Her Royal Highneſs being of the Erneſtine Line, the firſt 
of her Anceſtors that we ſhall take notice of, is Erneſt, the 
firſt Prince of the ſaid Line, who was her Royal Highneſs's 

Great Grandfather. 

This was Erneſt III. ſurnamed the Pious, Son of John the 
2d Duke of Weimar, who (ſays Schouartus) excelled all the 
Princes that ever lived, in Probity, Religion, Prudence, Po- 
licy, Induſtry, and Oeconomy : So that the Divine Promiſe 
was fulfilled in him, Scek firſt the Kingdom of God and the 
Righteouſneſs thereof, and all other Things ſball be added, This 
Prince was born upon Chriſtmas-Day, 1601, and was at the 
Battle of Lutzen in 1641, with Guſtavus Adolphus; as was 
allo his 11th Brother, Bernard (commonly called, the Brave 
Duke of Weimar) one of the greateſt Generals of that Age, 
and to whoſe Valour (after the Death of Guſtavus, uno fell 
in that Battle) the Victory was chiefly attributed. After this, 
Erneſt and his Brother William agreed to divide the Eſtate, 
whereby Gotha fell to the Share of Erneſt, In 1660, he ob- 
tained a great Part of the County of Henneburgh, and upon 
the Death of his Brother Frederick-William in 1672, inhe- 
rited Altenburg and Ooburgh, He rebuilt the Caſtle of Gotha, 
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and died March 26, 1675, aged 74, having had 18 Children, 
by his Wife Elizabeth- Sophia, (Da. o JohnePhilip Duke 
of Saxe - Altenburg) who gie the 20 December 1680, 
aged 61, His Son and Succeſſor, and the oldeſt Duke of 
Saxe-Gotha within the Memory of this Generation, was 

Frederick I, born the 15th of July 1646, had two Wives : 
By the firſt, who was Magdalen Sibylla, to whom he was 
married the 14th of Nov, 1569, and who died the 9th of 
January 168, he had a numerous Hue: But his ſecond Wife, 
who was Chriſtina, Da. of Frederick VI. Markgrave of Ba- 
den Dourlach, (the Widow of Albert Markgrave of Bran- 
denburgh Anſpach, Grandfather to the late Q. Caroline) and 
to whom he was married the 14th of Auguſt 1681, dicd at 
Altenburg, without Iflue, the 21 of December 1705. This 
Duke and his Father are recorded to have been the Great 
Friends and Patrons of the learned Lewis de Seckendorf, who 
did ſo much Service to his Country and the Republick of 
Letters by his Writings, This Duke Frederick died of an 
Apoplexy, the 2d of Auguſt, 1691, aged 45, and was ſuc- 
ceeded by the late Duke Frederick II. 

The faid Frederick II. Kt. of the Orders of the Elephant 
and the Black Eagle, was born July 28, 1676, and married on 


7th of June 1696, to Magdalen-Aupuſta, (Da. of Charles- 


William, Prince of Anhalt Zerbſt) who was born the 12th 
of October 1679, by whom he had the follo« ing Hue, viz, 
x. Sophia, born May 33, 160; died Nov. 25, 1703.

T becauſe a Duke is now in the firit Rank of 
Nobility, ; 

XX F Dux, or Duke, was originally in the Roman 

Empire the Title of a military Officer, 

Long it was however after the Conqueſt, before Duke was 
made a Title of Honour in this Nation, The King himſelf 
was then Duke of Normandy, which was perhaps the true 
Reaſon why he did not think fit to raiſe any Subject to that 
Dignity, notwithſtanding it was cf elder Date in France. 
We are rather inclined to believe ſo, becauſe the firſt Duke 
we meet with in England, properly ſo called, was no leſs a 
Perſon than the Black Prince, eldeſt Son to K. Edw. 3. who 
on the 19:h of March, in the x1th Year of his Father's 
Reign, Ann. 1337, was created in Parliament Duke of 
Cornwall; and by that Creation, the firſt-born Sons of the 
Kings of England are Dukes of Cornwall from the firſt Hour 
of their Birth, or as ſoon as their Father is King. 

The Inveſtiture of this young Prince to the Duchy of 
Cornwall, was performed without any other Ceremony, as 
appears from the Charter itſelf, beſides that of girding him 
with the Sword. 

But in the 36th Edw. 3. John of Gaunt was made Duke 
of Lancaſter, and had Inveſtiture not only by the King's gird- 
ing him with a Sword, but by putting on him a Cap of Fur, 
vader a Coronet of Gold ſet with precious Stones, 
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And in the 21ſt of Richard 2, Henry Duke of Hereſord, 
and ſeveral others, were created by putting a cap of Ho- 
nour upon their Heads, and by deliveringa Rod into their 
Hands, 

After this were introduced the Surcoat, Mantle, and Hood, 
with much Ceremony, as being led between two Dukes, if 
any preſent ; if not, Marquiſſes or Earls: an Earl going ſome- 
what before him on the right Hand, bearing a Cap of Eſtate 
with the Coronet on it (which Cap was of Crimſon Velvet, 
lined with Ermine, and the Coronet Gold, as now worn) 
and on the other Side went an Earl bearing a Golden Rod, 
or Verge, and before him that was to be created Duke, went 
a Marquiſs, bearing the Sword, who was preceded by an 


Earl, with the Mantle or Robe of Eſtate lying on his Arm : 


and ſo by thoſe Peers (who were all in their Robes of Eſtate) 
being conducted into the Preſence- Chamber, there(after Obei- 
ſance being made three times to the King fitting in his Chair 


of Eftate) the Perſon ſo veſted kneeling down, Garter K. ot . 


Arms delivered his Patent to the King's Secretary, who de- 
livered it to the King, who returned it again to be read aloud; 
and at the Word Inveſtimus, the King put the Mantle upon 
the Perſon who was to be made a Duke; and at the Words 
Gladio Cincturamus, girt him with a ſword ; and at Coppa 
& Circuli Aurei kjnpoſitionem, the King in like Manner put 
upon his Head, the Cap with the Coronet ; and at theſe 
Words, Virgæ Aureg Traditionem, the King gave the Rod or 
Verge of Gold into his Hand, Then was the reſt of the Pa- 
tent read, wherein he pronounced him Duke, after which the 
King gave the Patent to the Duke ; but much of the Ceremony 
that was formerly uſed in Creation of a Duke, is now omitted, 

This Honour of Duke is hereditary, and he is called his 
Grace, a Title formerly given to the Kings of England, be- 
fore they aſſumed that of Majeſty.

Hen, 8, Mary married Edmund Trafford, Eſq; Joyce, to 
John Stanney, Eſq; and Iſabel, to — Baynton, E1q; and the 
Sons, which were Henry, Sir George, and Sir Chailes, all 
died without Ifſue, Lord Edward the 2d Son, by Elizabeth 
Jilney, his firſt Wife, was a Perſon of the greateſt Ac- 
count of his Time, and was Kt. of the Garter, In the 7th 
of Hen. 7. he was in the Expedition made into Flanders, in 
behalf of Maximilian the Emperor: in the iſt of Hen, 8. 
he was made Standard- bearer to that King, as in the 4th 
Lord High Admiral of England, at which Time he convoyed 
the Marquiſs of Dorſet into Spain, in Aid of the Emperor 
Ferdinand, againſt the French; and having with his Fleet 
cleared the Seas from Enemies, he landed in Bretany, did 
great Execution in the Country, and brought away rich Spoils; 
he likewiſe fought and took Sir Andrew Barton the famous 
Scottiſh Pirate, 3d of Hen. 8. but afterwards reſolving to at- 
tempt the French in their Harbours, he entered a Galley 
and boarded the Admiral of the French Gallies ; but the 
Grapplings giving way, the Gallies ſheered aſunder, and left 
him in the Hands of his Enemies; when in the Heat of the 
Action he was thrown over-board, and died without Iflue, 
the 5th of Hen, 8. having married Alice, Siſter to Henry 
Lovel, Lord Morley, Widow of Sir William Parker Kt, 
Having done with the younger Branches, I now proceed with 

(3d D.) Thomas, eldeſt Son by Elisabeth Tilney the iſt

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Engliſh Army. In the 5th Henry 8. upon the Death of 
the Lord Edward his Brother, being then Kt, of the Garter, 
he was conſtituted Lord Admiral in his Stead ; in which 
Command he ſo ſcoured the Seas, that none of the French 
Ships durſt venture forth. Upon the Invaſion of K. James 
4. of Scotland, he landed a veterane Troop of 5000 Men, 
and joined his Father, the Earl of Surry, then General of 
the Engliſh Army; and ſent a Meſſage to that King to juſli- 
fy Sir Andrew Barton's Death, Art the Battle of Flodden- 
Field, with his younger Brother Sir Edmund, he command- 
ed the Van- Guard, where he behav'd himſelf with exceed- 
ing Gallantry ; and ſeeing his ſaid Brother in Diſtreſs, came 
with Sir Edward Stanley to his Succour, In conſideration 
of which great Services, he in the ſaid th Henry 8. was 
crea'ed Earl of Surry ; and upon a Diſpute in Parliament con- 
cerning his Place there, it was declared, that he ſhould ft 
according to his Creation, and not as a Duke's eldeft Son. 
In the 12th Henry 8. he was conſtituted Lord Deputy of Ire- 
land, where he ſuppreſſed the Itruption of the O-Neals and 


O Carols; afterwards he performed many fignal Services in 


France, and was conſtituted Lord High Treafurer of Eng- 
land, and made Geceral of the King's whole Army, deſigned 
to march againſt the Scots; and all in his Father's Lifetime, 
Upon his Father's Death, 1524, he was again made Gene- 
ral of the Army raiſed to advance into Scotland, in order to 
ſet the young King free, whom the Duke of Albany kept at 
Stirling; and afterwards attended K. Henry into France. 
He was likewiſe ſent Ambaſſador to the K. of France, to 
attend him to Nice, and commune with the Pope on his De- 
hy, touching K. Henry's Divorce from Q. Catharine, and 
in the 15th Hen, 8. he was appointed Earl Marſhal of Eng- 
land and Viceroy of Ireland. In the 18th Hen. $. he march- 
ed to the Aſſiſtance of the Earl of Shrewſbury, towards ſup- 
preſſing that memorable Inſurrection in Yorkſhire, called 
the Pilgrimage of Grace: but after all theſe great Services 
and honourable Charges, by the inſinuating Perſuaſions of 
ſome of the Nobility, who bore him no Good-will, the King 
was fo far miſled and incenſed againſt him, that he not on- 
ly commanded him Priſoner to the Tower, but gave Orders 
tor ſeizing his Goods, and gave Notice to his Ambaſſadors 
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abroad, that he and his Son had conſpired to take upon them 
the Government during his Life, and after his Death, to get 
the Prince into their Hands; for which, being both attaint- 
ed in Parliament, his Son luſt his head, and the Duke had 


fared but little better, had not the Death of the King pre- 


vented it, And ſo implacable was the Malice of his Ene- 
mies, that tho' a Pardon was given by Proclamation, at the 
Beginning of the Reign of Edw. 6. to all Perſons for what 
Crimes ſoever; yet was he, with five others, particularly ex- 
eepted, and continued Priſoner till diſcharged by Q. Mary, 
in 1553. He married firſt Anne, Daughter to K. Edw. 4. 
by whom he had a Son Thomas, who died young; and by 
his ſecond Wife, Elizabeth, Daughter to Edward Stafford 


Duke of Buckingham, he had two Sons, Henry and Tho- 


mas ; of which, Henry was Earl of Surry, and was. be- 
headed as above-mentioned ; but Thomas the 21 Son was 
reſtored in Blood, the 1ſt Q. Mary, and in the 1ſt Elz. ad- 
vanced to the Title of Viſc. Howard of Bindon, in the C. 
of Dorſet. He married 1ſt, Elizabeth, youngeſt Daughter 
and Coheir to John Lord Marney, of Bindon; 2dly, Ger- 
trude Da. to Sir William Lyte of Lyte's Cary in the Co, of 
Somerſet, Kt. zdly, Mabel, Da. to Nicholas Burton of 
Carſhalton, in the C. of Surry, Eſq; an 4th by Margaret, Da. 
to Henry Manning, Eſq; By the 3d, he had a Da. Frances, 
who was firſt married to Henry Pranel, Vintner of London ; 
2dly, to Edward Seymour, Earl of Hertford; and laflly, to 
Lodowick Stuart, Duke of Lenox. By his 2d, he had one 
Son Charles Lyte, alias Howard, and a Daughter Grace mar- 
ried to Mildmay the ſecond EarT of Weſtmoreland, and the 
ſaid Charles Lyte had a Daughter Anne married to Sir Wil- 
liam Thorneyhurt, of the County of Kent, Kt. and by his 
firſt, had four Sons, Henry, Thomas, Francis, and Giles, 
and a Daughter Grace, married to John Horſey, Eſq; and of 
the Sons, the eldeft, in 1582, ſucceeded him in the Title of 
Viſc. Bindon z but died without Iffue, as did Thomas his 
Brother and Heir who was Knight of the Garter, and his

James I. by whom he was created Lord Howard of Marnhill 
in the C. of Dorſet, and Earl of Northampton ;j and made 
Lord Privy Seal, Warden of the Cinque Ports, Kt, of the 
Garter, and Chancellor of the Univerſity of Cambridge, where 
fin King's College) he had his Education, and afterwards 
founded and endow:d no leſs than three Hoſpitals, viz, one 
for 12 poor Women, and a Governor, at Riüng in Nor- 
folk; another for 12 poor Men, and a Governor, at Clun 
in Shropſhire ; and the 3d at Greenwich, in Kent, for a Go- 
vernor and 20 poor Men, of whom, eight are to be choſen 
out of Shotſham in Norfolk; his Birth-place.

Parliament held the 23d of Eliz. and afterwards by ſpecial 
Act was reftored in Blood by the ſame Parliament; but not 
long after, by the Contrivance of Robert Eail of Leicefler, 
and Secretary Walfingham, he was confined to his Houſe ; 
and endeavouring to go beyond Sea for Security and Devotian,

II. H E High, Puiſſant, and Moſt Noble Prince, Ed- 
| ward Seymour, Duke of Somerſet, Baron Seymour, 
and Baronet, Created Baron Seymour, Feb 15,1546-7.the iſt 
of Edward 6, and next Day Duke of the C. of Somerſet, 

Among others who entered England with William the 
Conqueror, were thoſe of the Name of Seymour, ancently 
written St, Maur, deduced from a Place of that Name in 
Normandy. In the Reign of K. John, Mi o de St. Maur 
was one of the Barons of the Realm, as his Deſcendants 
were, till the Reign of Hen. 5. when Richard de St. Maur, 
left an only Da, and Heir, the Wife of Sir William le Zouch 
Kt. but there were ſeveral junior Branches of this Family, 
in the Reigns of Henry 3. and Edward 1. Nicholas de Se- 
mere is mentioned in a Charter of Neſta de Cokefield, in 
the Reign of K. Henry 3. and in the 25th of Edw. 1, one 
of the ſame Name was ſummoned among the principal Per- 
ſons of Note, that held Lands to the Value of 201. er more, 
in the Counties of Somerſet and Dorſet, to attend the K.

and in the 35th Hen. 8. was Marſhal of the Forces under Sir 
John Wallop, that were ſent in Aid of Maximilian the Em- 
peror, againſt the French King. In the 3ſt of Edw. 6. he 
was created Lord Seymour of Sudley, made Kr, of the Gar- 
ter, and Lord High Admiral of England, and married the 
Lady Catharine Parr, Widow of King Hen. 8. The other 
Sons, who were Anthony and John, died young 
EpwaARrD, the eldeſt, who was Duke of Somerſet, on the 
24th Auguſt 1524, was, with the Duke of Suffolk, at the 
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taking of Braye, Roye, and Montdidier in France, where, for 
his Valuur and Conduct, he wawknighted by the Duke, In 
the 24th Hen. 8, he was Eſquire of the Body to his Majeſty, 
und was in that Train, which attended on their Sovereign at 
Bulloign, at his Interview with Francis the French King, and 
when his Sifter Jane was married he was created Viſc. Beau- 
champ, as alſo at the ſame time, had a Grant of the Office 
of Chancellor and Chamberlain of North Wales for Life, and 
was made Captain of the Ifle of Jerſey, On the 18th of Oc- 
tober x $3, he was created Earl of Hertford, and three Years 
af er, ſent over to France, to diſpute the Limits of the Eng- 
liſh Borders; and on the gth of January the ſame Year, was 
elected a Knight of the Garter. In the 33d Hen. 8. the Scots 
denying their Homage, he accompanied the Duke of Norfolk 
in his Expedition into Scotland; and in the 424th, was made 
Lord Great Chamberlain of England for Life. The ſame 
Year, being made Lieutenant-General of the North, he, with 
an army well furniſhed, marched into Scotland, when Leith 
and Edinburgh were taken and plundered, | 
In the 36th Hen. 8. the King being then at the Stege 
of Bulloign, he came to him with ſeveral troops of Almains 
French and others, and after taking thereof, routed an ar- 
my of 14000 French, who lay encamped hard by. In the 
Pn Hen. 8. the Scots making ſeveral Incurſions on the 
rders, in Conjunction with 5000 Auxiliaries from France, 
he being ſent againſt them, deftroyed all the Towns upon 
the Middle Marches, and paſſing towards the Weſt, made 
great Spoil in thoſe Parts. Soon after, the French endea- 
vouring to regain Bulloign, he forced their Retreat; and 
purſuing the Enemy, beſides the Naughter, gained ſeveral 
Trophies of his Succeſs, The next Year, the Earl of Sur- 
ry, Governor of Bulloign, being laid aſide, he was put in 
his Read, and ſent over with the Lord Admiral, and 9300 
Men, to oppoſe the French then making Head, In 1547 
the King lying on his Death-bed, he was appointed one of 
his executors; and on the 1ſt of Eebruary 1547, was una- 
nimouſly elected Protector of the Realm, and Governor of 


the King's Perſon, until he ſhould accompliſh the Age of 


238 Years, On the 10th of February following, he was 
EN - choſen 
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choſen Lord Treaſurer of England, ag alſo the 15th of the 
ſame Month, created Baron Seymour, with Limitation to 
the Heirs Male of his Body, by Anne his 2d Wife, Re- 
mainder to his Heirs Male by Catherine bis firſt Wife. The 
next Day he was created Duke of Someiſet, and to his 
Heirs Male by Anne his 24 Wife, and in Default thereof, 
to his Heirs Male, by Catherine his firſt, or any other Wife: 
And on the 17th February was created Earl Marſhal of Eng- 
land for Life, and in the Reign of Edw. 6. mace Chancellor 
of the Univerſity of Oxford ; he had likewiſe a ſpecial Grant, 
that he ſhould fit alone, nd be placed at all times, as well 
in the King's Preſence in Parliament, as in his Abſence, 
on the Middle of the Bench or Stool, next on the right Hand 
the King's Royal Seat. In the firſt Year of his Adminiftra - 
tion, he prepared an Army, and invaded Scotland, fought 
the memorable Battle at Muſſelborough, wherein his un- 
daunted Courage, as well as Conduct, were the 2 
Means of gaining that ſignal Victory. He was afterwards 
ſent to view the fortifications of Calais, where, with 7000 
Engliſh, he beat an army of 21000 French, and took their 
Baggage and Cannon. He likewiſe invaded and ſpoiled Pi- 
cardy, and having won tt.e Caſtle called Red Pile, began the 
Forts of Newhaven, Blackneſs, and Ballingberge ; and upon 
theſe and other like Succeſſes, his After-Fortunes were al- 
ways eſteemed rather new than ſtrange, and his Preſence on- 
ly was reputed ſufficient Surety for an Army: But this good 
Duke (for ſo he was commonly tiled) after all the great 
Services he had done his Country, fell by the Stroke of the 
Ax, thro' the Pride of his 2d Wife, Anne Stanhope, Da. 
to Sir Edward Stanhope of Shelford in the C. of Notting- 
ham, Kt. and Heir to her Mother, Elizabeth Siſter to John 
Bourchier, Earl of Bath, and Great-Grand-Daughter of Wil- 
liam Bourchier, Earl of Ewe, in Normandy, by Anne his 


Wife, Da. and ſole Heir to Thomas of Woodſtock, Duke 


of Glouceſter, 7th and youngeſt Son of K. Edw. 3. Tho- 
mas Lord Sudley, Brother to the Duke, having married 
the Lady Catharine Parr, Q. Dowager to K. Hen. 8. the en- 
vied the 'Marriage, by reaſon the younger Brother's Wife 
claimed Precedence before her, and poſſeſſed the Duke her 
Huſband, 
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Huſband, that bis Brother ſtudied his Ruin, and to get the 
Protectorſhip out of his Hands; which by the Artifice of 
John Dudley, the ambitious Earl of Warwick, took place ; 
and the Lord Sudley being arreſted, was impriſoned in the 
Tower, tried and condemned by Act of Parliament; and on 
the zoth of March 34 Edw. 6. beheaded, by a Warrant un- 
der his own Brother's Hand, The Duke, having thus ſigned 
his Brother's Death, created a g eat Hatred in the People a- 
gainſt him, many of the Nobility calling him Blood - ſucker, 
M arderer, unfit to be the King's Protector: Beſides, another 
Thing helped to confirm the publick Hatred, his pulling 
down a Church and two Biſhops' Houſes in the Strand, to 
make way for Somerſet- Houſe, and ruining the Steeple, 
and moſt Part of the Church of St. John of Jeruſalem, 
to carry on the Building, &c. Soon after being charged 
with deſigning to murder the aforeſaid Earl of Warwick, 
and ſeveral of the Nobility, he was ſent to the Tower; and 
was tried and found guilty of Felony, and ſentenced to be 
hanged; and two Months after, the Violence of his Ene- 
mies, notwithfianding the King's Deſire to ſave him, drew 
him to Tower-hill, where, on the 22d of January (5th of 
Edw.

but ſhe being nearly allied to the Queen, and diſcerned to be 
with Child, was, in the 5th of that Reign, committed to 
the Tower, though ſhe acknowledged herſelf to be his law- 
ful Wife; and he returning from. France, where he had 
gone with the Queen's Leave, and owning his Marriage, 
was likewiſe impriſoned with her, where ſhe was ſoon brought 
to bed of a Son, and afterwards of another by Connivance of 
the Keeper, He was hereupon cenſured in the Star-Cham- 
ber, 1, for violating a Maid of the Royal Blood, 2d, for 
break ng Priſon, laſtly, for lying with her again; to which 
he anſwered, that having lawfully married her, and the 
Priſon-Doors ſtanding open, he came to her in her Sadneſs, 
to comfort her, and pay his conjugal Debt; nevertheleſs he 
was fined ooo Pounds, and kept a Priſoner for nine Years, 
and ſhe till the Time of her Death. The Validity of this 
Marriage being afterwards tried at Common-Law ; the Mi- 
niſter who mairied them appearing in Court, and other Cir- 
cumſtances agreeing, the Jury of which John Digby, Eſq;

1. he 
was created Marg, of Hertford, and made Kt. of the Garter, 
as alſo Governor to Prince Charles (afterwards K. Charles 2.)

Counties of Wilts, Southampton, and Dorſet. In 1643, he 
was elected Chancellor of the Univerfity of Oxford, and

He conſtantly ſerved in Parliament after his firſt 
Election, to the Time of his Death for the City of Exeter, 
or Totneſs, and once for the C. of Devon: to him was ow- 
ing that valuable Act for the Security of the Subject, the 
Habeas Cor pus AF, He was unanimouſly choſen Speaker of 
the Long Parliament, and made Treaſurer of the Navy, and 
one of his Majeſty's Privy-Covncil, The 6th of March,

K. William made Regiſter of the High Court of Chancety, 
and Grand Falconer of England; which two lafl Offices he 
enjoyed till his Death.

7. with kis 
arrival; and inviting Mr. Ruſſel, who was his Neighbour 
and Relation, and then newly returned from his Travels, 
to wait upon him at his Houſe ; the Archduke was ſo taken 
with his Converſation, that he defired he might enjoy his 
Company at Court, then at Windſor, whither the King had 
invited that Prince to come: And Mr, Ruſſel being recom- 
mended to the King by the Archduke, as a Gentleman fit- 
ly qualified to ſerve him in ſome conſiderable Station; he 
was thereupon taken into great Favour, and made one of the 
Gentlemen of his Privy Chamber. In the $th of Hen. 8. 
he attending that King at the taking of Therovenne and 
Tournay, he made him a Gentleman of his Privy Chamber, 
and gave him certain Lands in Tournay; after which he 
was knighted by the Earl of Surrey, Admiral of the Engliſh 
Fleet, for His Service at the taking of Morlaix in Bretagne. 
In the 15th of Hen. 8. he was made Knight Marſhal ; and 
„ employed in ſeveral Negociations to the Emperor 
Charles 5. the French King, Pope, and Duke of Lorrain; 
and e at the great Battle of Pavia, where Francis, 
King of France, was taken Priſoner by the Duke of Bour- 
bon, He alſo attended King Henry in 1532, at the mag- 
nificent interview at, Bologne, where he was moſt pompoully 
entertained by Francis the faid French King, who, in his 
Return, received equal entertainments from the King of 
England at Calais, where Sir John was alſo preſent. In 


the 2gth Hen. 8. he was made Comptroller of the Houſhold, : 


and one of the Privy Council ; and on the gth of March. 
the ſame Year was created a Baron of this realm: And 
that he might the better ſupport the Honour conferred upon 
him, that Prince took the firſt Opportunity to augment his 
Fortune; and in 31 of his Reign, upon the Diſſolution of 
the Monaſteries made a Grant to him, and Anne his Wife, 
and the Heirs of their Bodies, of the whole Scite and Cir- 
cuit of the rich Abbey of Taveſtoke in the county of Devon, 
alſo of the Borough and Town of Taveſtoke, and of the 
Manors of Hundewike, Morewell, and Morewellham,, 
Milton-Abbot, alias Melton-legh, Lamerton, Hole, Bren- 
tor, Wyke-Dabernon, Peterſtavye, Ottrow alias Otterye, 
Whitchurch, and Newton; with the Hundred of Hurde-. 

| 8 wyke, 
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wyke, otherwiſe called the Hundred of Taveſtoke; as alſo 
the ReQory and Vicarage of Taveſtoke ; likewiſe the Ma- 
nor of Antony in the County of Cornwall, and the Borough 
of Denbury, with the Manors of Denbury, Plymſtoke, 
Worryngton, Cowyke, Enwyke, Burleigh, Olderidge, Cave- 
linch, Whimple, Wood-Marſhton, Chriſtenſtow, Borington, 
and Cornewede, all in the County of Devon, and belonging 
to the ſame diſſolved monaſtery of Taveſtoke: He had like» 
wiſe divers other Lands given him in the Counties of Devon, 
Somerſet, and Bucks; among which was the Manor of Ab- 
bots Aſton in Bucks, belonging to the diflolved Abbey of 
St. Albans, Beſides this vaſt Augmentation in Lands, be 
bore ſeveral great Offices in that Prince's Reign; as Lord 
Warden of the Stannaries in Devon and Cornwall, and in. 
the 32dof Hen, $, was conſtituted Lord Admiral of England 
and Ireland, he being before Kt, of the Garter) his royal 
Maſter wiſely, diſcerning, there were no employments either 
at Home or Abroad, in Court or Camp, by. Sea or Land, 
that he was not fitly qualified for; and his Majeſty having 
thought it expedient to eſtabliſh a Council in and for the bet- 
ter Government of the weſtern Parts of the Kingdom, hie 
Lordſhip was made Preſident of Devon, Cornwall, Somerſet, 
and Dorſet. On the zd of Decem. 34 Hen. 8. he was ap- 
pointed Lord Privy Seal; and two Vears after, King Henry 
attacking Bologne in Perſon, the Lord Ruſſel was Captain- 
General of the Van-Guard of the King's Army. That King, 
drawing now towards the End of his Reign, was pleaſed on 
his Death bed to appoiat the Lord Ruſſel to be one of the 
16 Counſellors to his Son Prince Edward, at whoſe Coro- 
nation, his Lordſhip was Lord High Steward of England 
for the Day, and the ſame Year had a Grant of the Mona- 
ſtery at Woobourn, This Prince and his Council, being 
very intent upon promoting the Reformation, ordered the 
Images to be pulled down, which occaſioned divers Inſur- 
rections; whereupen the Lord Ruſſel was difpatched againſt 
the Devonſhire and Corniſh Men, with a Body of Troops, 
with which he having defeated thoſe. Rebels at Fenniton- 
Bridge, relieved Exon, killed 600, and took 4000 Priſoners; 
and for thoſe and other Services to the e and 
1 | un 
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himſelf, he was on the 19th of Jan, 3d Edw. 6. created Earl 
of Bedford. The next Year, his Lordſhip with William Lord 
Paget, Sir William Petre, and Sir John Maſon, was ſent 
Ambaſſador to Guiſnes in France, to treat of a Peace be. 
tween the two Kingdoms, which they concluded ; and hay- 
ing ſurvived the many Difficulties and Factions of King Ed- 
ward's Reign, he, upon the Acceſſion of Q. Mary, ob- 
tained a new Patent for the Office of Lord Privy Seal ; and 
tho' then pretty well ia Years, was in the 2d Year of that 
Princeſs, ſent into Spain to attend King Philip into Eng- 
land, in order to his Nuptials with the ſaid Queen: And 
this was the more remarkable, that as this Prince's Grand- 
father, Philip Archduke of Auſtria, brought him fiſt to 
Court, and was the occafion of his Riſe to his great For- 
tune and Honours, ſo his Lordſhip's laft publick Office, was 
to bring his Grandſon over to lie in the Boſom of the Queen 
his Royal Miſtreſs, and to enjoy the Title of King of Eng- 
land. This great Earl dying the 14th of March, 1554, was 
buried at Cheneys in Bucks, an Eſtate his Lordſhip had in 
Right of his Lady Anne, Da. and ſole Heir to Sir Guy Sap- 
cott, Kt, Widow of or Jon Broughton of Tuddington in 
the County of Bedford, Kt. which Lady ſurviving the Earl, 
bequeathed her Manor of Thornhaugh to her Grandſon Ed- 
ward Lord Ruſſel, and the Heirs Male of his Body.

Quintin, and then in taking the Town, where the Earl of 
Bedford was preſent, and ſhared both in the Glory and 
Danger. In the 2ſt of Elizabeth he was ſworn one of the 
Privy Council, and afterwards ſent Ambaſſador to Scotland, 
where he aſſiſted at the Baptiſm of K. James 6.- as ſtanding 
Surety for the Queen, and carried with him a Font of pure 
Gold, as a Preſent from her Majeſty, In the 2d of Eliza- 
beth hy was ſent Ambaſſador to France; and having diſchar- 
ged that Truſt to her Majeſty's Satisfaction, he was ſent a 
24 Time by her into that Kingdom about two Years after, 
to condole the Death of Francis 2. and at the ſeme Time to 
congratulate his Brother Charles 9. upon his Acceſſion to 
the throne. In the 6th of Eliz, he was conftituted Gover- 
nor of the Town and Caſtle of Berwick upon Tweed, and in 
the 15th of her Reign he was one gf the Peers at the Trial 
of Thomas Howard, Duke of Norfolk, and was afterwards 
made Kt. of the Garter, and died in 1584. This Earl foun - 
ded a School at Wooburn, and by his Will gave 20 l. per 
Ann. for the Maintenance of two poor Students of Divinity 
in Univerfity College Oxford, called the Earl of Bedford's 
Scholars, to be nominated and appointed by his Heirs for 
ever; and was a Perſon of ſuch great Hoſpitality, that Q, 
Elizabeth was wont to fay of him, that he made all the 
Beggars. He was Warden of the Eaſt Marches toward Scot- 
land, Lord Warden of the Stannaries in Devon and Corn- 
wall, Chief Juſtice in Eyre, South the Trent, and Lord 
Lieut, of the Counties of Dorſet, Devon, and Cornwall, By 
his 24 Wife Bridget, Da. to John Lord Huſſey, Widow 1ſt 
of Sir Richard Morriſon, and adly of Henry Manners Earl of 
Rutland, he had no Iſſue; but by his firſt, who was Mar- 
garer, Sifter to Oliver the firſt Lord St. John of Bletſoe, he 
had four Sons, Edward, John, -F Ax cis, and William; 
and three Daughters; Anne married to Ambroſe Dudley, 
. Ear! of Warwick, Elizabeth to William Bourchier, Earl of 
Bath, Margaret to George Clifford, the 3d Earl of Cum- 
berland, by whom ſhe had a Da. named Anne, who was 
married 1ſt to Richard Sackville, the 3d Earl of Dorſet, 
and 2dly to Philip Earl of Pembroke. Of the Sons, Ed- 
ward, who wat Member of Parliament for Bridport, and 
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was the 2d Inſtance of a Peer's eldeſt Son ſitting in the 
Houſe of Commons, died without Iſſue, married Jane Si- 
billa, Da. of Sir Richard Morriſon, and was ſummoned to 
Parliament in the Life of his Father, married Elizabeth, Da, 
to Sir Anthony Cook of Giddy Hall, in Eſſex, Kt. Widow 
of Sir Thomas Hobby of Biſham in Berkſhire, Kt. by whom 
he had two Daughters, Elizabeth, who died a Maiden by 
the Prick of a Needle in the Fore-finger of her Left-hand, 
as is repreſented on her Tomb in Weſtminſter Abbey, and 
Anne married to Henry Somerſet, who was created Mar- 
quis of Worceſter; and John her Father died in 1484, in 
His Father's Lifetime, as did Francis his Infant Son in 1580, 
Francis, 3d Son, was alſo ſummoned to Parliament 7 Edw, 
6. in the Lifetime of his Father, and married Julian, Da, 
to Sir John Fuſter, Kt. Warden of the Marches towards 
Scotland; by whom he had a Son Edward: but the ſaid 
Francis being ſlain on a Day of Truce, by the Scots on the 
Borders, June 27, 158 5, and his Father dying the Day fol- 
lowing, the ſaid 

(34 E.) Eopward, ſucceeded his Grandfather, He mar- 
ried Lucy, eldeſt Siſter and Coheir to John Lord Harring- 
ton of Exton z but dying on the 3d of May, 1627, without 
Iſſue, we return to Sir WILLIAM Russ EL Kt, the 4th 
and youngeſt Son of Francis the ad Earl, who following

(4th E.) Fx AN cis his Heir, who ſucceeding Edward his 
Couſin, he in 1630 became the principal Undertaker in that 
great and chargeable Work of draining the Fens, called the 
Great Level, and ſince Bedford Levels, which extend into 
the Counties of Northampton, Cambridge, Huntingdon, 
Norfolk, and Lincoln; and in 1640, (being one of wor 
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Council) was the firſt noble Lord in the King's Commiſſion 
to treat with the Scots, in order to compoſe the Differences 
between the two Nations, He married Catharine youngeſt 
Da. and Coheir to Giles Bridges, Lord Chandos, and had 
four Sons, and as many Daughters, whereof, Catharine, was 
married to Robert Grevile the 2d Lord Brook ; Anne, to 
George Digby Earl of Briſtol ; Margaret, 1ſt to James Hay, 
Earl of Carlifle, and 2dly to Edward Earl of Mancheſter 3 
and Diana, to Francis, the 1ſt Earl of Bradford, Of the 
Sons, which were William, Francis, John, and Edward, 
the latter marrying Penelope, Da. to Sir Moyſes Hill of 
Hillſborough, in the Kingdom of Ireland, Anceftor of the 
Earl of that Title, Widow of Sir William Brooke, Kt, of 
the Bath, by her had a Son Edward, and a Da, Letitia, who 
married to Thomas Cheek of Pergo in Eſſex, Eſq; and by 
him had a Da. Anne, who was their Heir; and being mar» 
ried to Sir Thomas Tipping of Wheatfield in the County 
of Oxford, Bart. and dying Jan. 21, 1727-8, left two Das, 
Catharine married to Thomas now Lord Archer, and Le- 
titia to Samuel now Lord Sandys ; and the ſaid Edward, Son 
of Edward and Penelope Hill, was one of the Nobility and 
Gentry, that upon the Appearance of the Extirpation of the 
Religion and Liberty of this Kingdom in 1688, went over 


to the Prince of Orange, in Holland, with whom he re- 
turned the ſame Year; and upon that Prince's Advancement 


to the Throne, was made one of his Privy Council. He 
was ſeveral Times elected to Parliament for Taviſtock or 
Portſmouth. In 1697, he was Admiral of the Blue Squa- 
dron, and afterwards was advanced to the Command of the 
whole Navy, and made Treaſurer of the ſame; and the Year 
following gave a total Overthrow to the French Fleet, un- 
der the Command of Monſieur de Tourville, at La Hogue, 
by forcing them to fly; and in the Purſuit, (befides fix conſi- 
derable Ships burnt by Vice Admiral de La Val, near Cape 
de Wick) deſtroyed 13 of their Men of War, and ſeveral of 
their Tranſports, and for this noble Action, he had the 
Thanks of the Houfe of Commons, and was made firſt Lord 
of the Admiralty; In 1694, he failed with the Fleet for the 
Modi where he prevented the Defign of the French 
14 againſt 
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againſt Barcelona; and the next Year, by his Diligence, al- 
fo prevented the defigned Invaſion of K. James, who: lay 
with a French Army, ready to embark near Dieppe; for, 
failing over to the Coaſt of France with the Engliſh Fleet, 
under his Command, he ſtruck ſuch a Terror to the Enemy, 
that the Expedition was laid aſide, And for theſe and other 
his ſignal Services, he was on the 7th of May, 1697, created 
Baron of Shingey in the County of Cambridge, Viſc. Bar- 
fleur in the Duchy of Normandy, and Earl of Orford in the 
County of Suffolk, He was alſo by K. William made Vice- 
Admiral of England, and twice one of the Lords Juſtices, 
whilſt his Majeſty went to Holland; and by Q. Anne was 
appointed one of the Commiſſioners to treat of the Union, 
and made one of her Privy Council; upon ber Deceaſe he 
was one of the Lords Juſtices till King George 1| arrived 
from Hanover; after which, he was appointed one of the 
Privy Council, and again made firſt Lord of the Admiralty. 
He married the Lady Margaret, youngeſt Da. to William 
the firſt Duke of Bedford, but having no Iflue, and dying 
on November 26, 1727, in the 7;5th Year of his Age, 
left his fine Rouſe in Govent-Garden, and his fine Seat at 
Chipenham ia the County of Cambridge, to the Lady Tip- 
ping his Niece, John his Brother, 3d Son of the Earl; was 
a Colonel in the Civil Wars for K. Charles x. and after the 
Reſtcration was made Colonel of the firſt Regiment of Foot-

(1f D.) WII I IAN the eldeſt, who was made Kt. of the 
Bath at the Coronation of K. Charles 1. on the gth of May, 
1641, ſucceeded his Father, and was the 5th Earl. Upon 
the breaking out of the Civil War, he was conſtituted Ce- 
neral of the Parliament's Horſe ; and in the, Battle of Ecge-

Leid 
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Lord WII TLTAu, the 3d Son, on the 21ſt of July, 1683, 
was beheaded in Lincoln's-Inn Fields, (in his Father's Life- 
time) for his inviolable Integrity to the Proteſtant Intereſt, 
and oppoſing a Popiſh Succeſſor. In 1679, the Nation vpon 
the Diſcovery of a Popiſh Plot, grew into a very high Fer- 
ment, and King Charles 2. was ſo far neceſſitated to yield 
do the Heat of the Times, as to order his Brother the Duke 
of York to depart the Kingdom; and in April the ſame 
Year, diſſolved his Privy Council, and called a new one, of 
whom Lord Ruſſel was „ to be one. He was alſo 


elected Kt. of the Shire for the County of Bedford, in the 


Parliament which began on the 21ſt of October, 1680, and 
by far the greateſt Part of that great and wiſe Aſſembly 
duly confidering, that neither the Perfon of the King, nor 
the Proteſtant Religion, could poſſibly be preſerved, as long 
as there was Expectance of a Popiſh Succeſſor in the King- 
dom; the Lord Ruſſel, on the 26th of the ſame Month, 
made a Motion to diſinherit the Duke of York; Where- 
upon the Houſe having, by a great Majority, reſolved to 
dring in a Bill accordingly, the ſame was paſſed in a ſhort 
Time ; and the Lord Ruffel was ordered by the Commons 
to carry up the Bill to the Houſe of Lords, on the 15th of 
November, attended by almoſt all the Members, but the 
Lords having rejected the Bill upon the firſt Reading, the 
Commons were not a little ruffled at it; and the Lord Ruſ- 
ſel, in particular, ſaid, that if ever there ſhould happen in 
this nation any fuch Change, as that he ſhould not have 
Liberty to live a Proteſtant, he was reſolved to die one; 
and therefore would not willingly have the Hands of their 
Enemies ftrengthened ;. and alſo defired the Lords not to 
deſtroy themſelves by their own Hands; and if the Com- 
mons might not be fo happy as to better the Condition of 
the Nation, he prayed the Lords would not make it worſe, 
by giving Money to the King, while they were ſure it 
muſt go to the Hands of the Duke's Creatures, But 
this and the like Speeches, being diſliked by the Court, 
this Parliament was prorogued on the 1oth, and diſſolved on 
the 18th of January, 1681-2, - But the neceſſity of the 
King's Affairs requiring the Meeting of another 1 
ment, 
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ment, he called one, which aſſembled at Oxford on the 
exiſt of March following, in which the Lord Ruſſel ſerved 
again as Kt. of the Shire for the County of Bedford, The 
Affair of the Bill of Excluſion was again taken into Conſi- 
deration by them, when Sir Robert Clayton, one of the 
Repreſentatives of the City of London, moved that a Bill 
might be brought in to exclude all Popiſh Succeſſors, and in 
particular James Duke of York. He was ſeconded by the 
Lord Ruſſel, who ſaid he had been long of Opinion, that 
nothing but this Bill conld ſecure us from Popery ; King 
Charles ſoon after abruptly diflolved this Parliament, and 
never called another: the Popiſh Plot was not only diſcoun- 
tenanced and exploded, but others ſet on Foot, and laid to 
the Charge of Men of quite contrary Principles, The firſt 
Thing that the Fayourers of Popery, and a Popiſh Succeſſor 
laid hold on, was an Information given by Joſiah Keeling, 

of unadviſed and raſh diſcourſes of a very ſmall Number of 
Men, (nine or ten at the moſt, l Strangers to the Per- 
ſons, and honeſt Conſultations of the Lord Ruſſel and o- 
thers) and they cunningly and maliciouſly patched and work - 
ed it into one Piece, and emitted it to the World by their 
Declaration, read in all Churches, under the Name of a 
Preſbyterian Plot; and thereupon a Proclamation purſued 
the Duke of Monmouth and ſome others, who choſe to 
ſtand aſide, out of the Reach of the Enemy: But the 
Earl of Eſſex, the Lord Ruſſel, and Col. Sidney, would not 
be overcome by the Perſuaſions of thoſe who invited them to 
ſafe Retirements, and ſo were impriſoned in the Tower, 
On the 14th of July, 1683, the Lord Ruſſel was brought 
upon his Trial at the O1d-Bailey, at which Inſtant of en- 
tering upon it, News was brought of the Earl of Eſſex's 
Throat being cut in the Tower; and to facilitate the Diſ- 
patch of the Lord then at the Bar, they intimated that the 
Earl of Eſſex had murdered himſelf ; from whence a wicked 
Inference was raiſed, of the Lord Ruſſel's Guilt, The Jury, 
which were mean Shopkeepers inſtead of Freeholders,) be- 

ang called and ſworn, Mr, North, the King's Council, o- 
| ay the Indictment to this Effect: That the Priſoner 
charged with ao leſs than conſpiring the Death o 
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the King; and that in order to do it, he with other Tral- 
tors, the ad of November, 1682, conſpired to raiſe War a- 
gainſt him, and to maſſacre his Subjects, and to ſeize his 
Guards and Perſon, and the Jury. baving brought in their 
Verdict, that the Lord Ruſſel was guilty, he was beheaded 
in Lincoln's Inn Fields, on July 21, 1683. He married 
the Lady Rachel, ad Da, and Coheir to Thomas Wriotheſ-

him General of the Foot, and Commander in Chief of. the 
Engliſh Forces in Holland, alſo Ambaſſador Extraordinary, 
and Plenipotentiary for the Negoiiations at the Hague, In 
1702, he commanded the Army in Flanders, where he took 


| ſeveral important Places, and on his Return to England, was 


made Marquis of Blandford, and Duke of Marlborough, In 
1704, He marched to the Danube, routed the French and 
Bavarian Forces at Schellenbergh, and afterwards gave 
them a total Defeat at Hochſtet, and was made a Prince ot 
the Sacred Roman Empire ; and on his Return to England 
had the Honour and Manor of Woodſtock voted to him, 
and the next Year ſettled by Act of Parliament with 5090 1. 
per Ann. out of the Poſt Office, to him and his Heirs. In 
the Year 1705, he marched to the Moſelle, returned to the 
Netherlands, raiſed the Siege of Liſle, and forced the French 
Lines ; at the End of this Campaign he made a Tour to Vi- 
enna, where the Emperor made him a Grant of the Lord- 
ſhip of Mindelheim in Suabia, formerly poſſeſſed by Duke 
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Maximilian, Uncle to the Duke of Bavaria; from which 
Time he was diſtinguiſhed by the Stile and Title of Prince 
. of Mindelheim, and was afterwards inveſted therein, and 
admitted by his Plenipotentiary, Mr. Stepney, to fit and 
vote in the College of Princes. In 1706, he defeated the 
French and Bavarian Forces at Ramillies, and gained the 
whole Country of Brabant to the Allies. In the Year 1708, 
he with Prince Eugene, defeated the French and Spaniſh 
Army at Audenarde, covered the Siege of Liſle, ſuccoured 
Bruſſels, then beſieged by the Duke of Bavaria, and retook 
Ghent and Bruges, and in the Year following, they gained 
a glorious Victory at Malplaquet, In 1710, they took the 
Cities of Doway, Bethune, St. Venant, and Aire, In 1711, 
. the Duke forced the French Lines, which they looked up- 
on as impenetrable, and took Bouchain in Sight of the E- 
nemy, though foo, ooo ftrong: Notwithſtanding all theſe 
Services he was removed from all his Employments, Dec. 31, 
1711, and the Command of the Army beſtowed on the Duke 
of Ormond, having before made a free Reſignation of his 
Ducheſs's Places at Court, and delivered into the Queen's 
own Hands the Key of Groom of the Stole ; ſoon after the 
Arrival of his Majeſty K. George 1. his Grace was decla- 
red Captain-General of all the Forces. He married Sarah 
Da, of Richard Jennings, of Sandridge in the County of 
Hertford, Eſq; by whom he had Iſſue, John, his only Son, 
filed (after his Father was made Duke) Marq. of Blandford, 
who died at Cambridge in 1703, alſo four Daughters; Lady 
Henrietta, married to Francis Viſc.

(6th E.) FxAxc1s his Brother became Heir; he was alſo 
made Kt, of the Bath at the Coronation of K. James 1. and 
in 1612, appointed Lord Lieut, of the County of Lincoln, 
and made Chief Juſtice in Eyre North of Trent. On the 
17th July 1616, he was made a Kt. of the Garter 3 and the 
ſame Year, was one of thoſe Lords who attended his Ma- 
jeſty in his Journey to Scotland; and in 1623, convoyed 
Charles P. of Wales out of Spain.

the King in hopes of Redreſs, which Alphegus the Archbi- 
ſhop preventing, he ſollicited Suene, K. of Denmark, by 
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invade the Realm, whom aſſiſting therein, he beſieged and 
took Canterbury, making Priſoner the Archbiſhop, &c- 
And the Death of his Son was revenged, in the Year 1014, 
by murdering every tenth Monk in the Abbey ; but Ethel- 
dred afterwards prevailing over the Danes, Barbachins, the 
only Son of Leopold, was forced to fly to Robert, King of 
France, for Sanctuary, where his Poſterity remained till the 
Year 1154, when 

Pa1L1y de Bertie coming over with K. Henry 2. that 
King, for his Valour, reſtored him to his ancient Patrimony 
of Berſted. He had Iſſue MARTIN, Father of RoxERT; 
whoſe Son WII LIAN, had Iſſue ErwarD, Father of 

JzxoME, who, hearing a Monk exclaiming at Church 
againſt the Murder committed by his Anceſtor, ruſhed in upon 
him and ſlew him; for which raſh Act he was excommuni- 
cated by the Archbiſhop ; but going to Rome he there ob» 
tained Abſolution, and afterwards became a great Benefactor 
to that Church ; to him ſucceeded 

Roß zT, Father of another RoBtrT, who by a Da. of 
Pepper, had Iſſue 

Tuomas Bertie, Eſq; who in the Time of Henry 7. was 
Conſtable of Hurſt-Caſtle; and by a Da, of —— Say, of the 
County of Salop, had a Son 

RIc HARD, who married Catharine, only Daughter and 
Heir to William, the laſt Lord Willoughby of Ereſby, elder 
Brother to Chriſtopher, Father of William, the firſt Lord 
Willoughby of Parham, and Widow of Charles Brandon, 
Duke of Suffolk, but this great Ducheſs being moſt zealous 
for the Reformation, drew both herſelf and her Huſband into 
Danger, through the Malice of Stephen Gardiner, Biſhop 
of Wincheſter, ſo that they were forced to fly beyond Sea, 
and went through many Difficulties and Dangers, ſettling in 
Poland till the Death of the ſaid Queen, During the Time 
of their Travels, this Lady brought forth a Son, whom by 
reaſon of his being born abroad was chriſtened Peregrine z

(2d L. 1R E.) Ronzar, in the iſt of Janes 1. making 
his Claim to the Earldom of Oxford, as alſo, to the Title of 
Lord Bulbeck, Standford, and Badleſmere, and to the Office 
of Lord High Chamberlain of England, as Son and Heir to 
Mary, ſole Daughter of the great Family of Vere, after 
much Diſpute, had Judgment on his Behalf, for the Office 


of Lord High Chamberlain; and the ſame Year took his 
Seat above all the Barons. In the 2d of Charles 1. he was 


advanced to the Dignity of Earl of Lindſey ; and four Years 
after was elected a Kt. of the Garter, In the 11th of Cha, 1. 
he was conſtituted Lord High Admiral of England ; and on 
Auguſt 22, 1642, being choſen General of the King's For- 
ces at the breaking out of the Civil War, he, on the 23d of 
October following, received his Death-Wound in his Ma- 
jeſty's Service, at the Battle of Edge-hill, He married 
Elizabeth, only Child of Edward the 1ſt Lord Montagu of 
Boughton, by his firſt Wife; and by her, who. died No- 
vember 30, 1654, had nine Sons, of which Montagu and 
Roger were made Knights of the Bath at the Coronation of 
K. Charles 1, and the latter was married to Urſula, Daugh-

Created Baronet May 22, 1611, 9 Jac. 1. Baron Pelham 
of Laughton in the County of Suſſex, December 29, 1706, 
Viſc, Pelham of Haughton, in the County of Nottingham, 
and Earl of Clare, in the County of Suffolk, October 26, 
1714, as alſo Marquis of Clare aforeſaid, and Duke of New- 
caſtle, in the County of Northumberland, Auguſt 2, 1715, 
and Duke of Newcaſtle under Line, in the County of Stat- 
ford, with Remainder to Henry Earl of Lincoln, and his 
Heirs Male by Catharine his preſent Wiſe, Nov. 6, 1756.

France Priſoner, at the Battle of Poitiers, and had the 
Buckle of the Belt, as a Mark of the Honour of taking the 
ſaid French King Priſoner, which ſometimes was uſed as a 
Seal Manval, and at other Times uſed on each Side of a 
Cage, as a Creſt, being an Emblem of the Captivity of the 
ſaid King of France. The Buckles, three Pelicans, &c. 
were likewiſc uſed by his Deſcendants in their great Seals, 
as is evident from ſeveral of them appendant to old Deeds; 
he was ſo well eſteemed for his Prudence, Valour, and Fide- 
lity, that John of Gavat, Duke of Lancaſter, made him

one of his Eſquires ; and attending him in his Wars, he re- 
ceived the Honour of Knighthocd.

in Winchelſea, and had Iſſue 

Sir Joux de Pelham, his Heir, who was no leſs famous 
than his Father, for many great Atchievements, and honour- 
able Exploits, being from his Youth in the Service of Henry 
of Bolingbroke, Son of John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſ- 
ter, afterwards K. Hemy 4. the ſaid Duke made him Con- 
ſtable of his Caſtle of Pevenſey during Life. He was alſo 
Eſquire to the ſaid John of Gaunt, as appears by Indenture 
made between them, bearing Date at London the 16th of 
February, 1397, 20 R. 2. wherein he had a Grant from the 
ſaid Duke of all his Lands, in the Marches of Pevenſey, 
with all the Lands, Tenements, Meſſuages, &c. thereunto 
belonging ; he was ſeated at Lavghton in Suſſex, and bore 
for his Arms, quarterly, 1ſt and 4th Azure, three Pelicans 
Argent; 2d and 3d Ermine, on a Feſs three open 
Crowns—— ; and at the Coronation of K. Henry 4. was 
made Kt. of the Bath. He was alſo in 1 Henry 4. Kt. of 
the Shire for the C. of Suſſex, and the ſame Year, was made 
Conſtable of the Caftle of Pevenſey with the Honour of the 
Eagle, and all thoſe his Majeſty's Lands, Tenements, Rents, 
Services, Fees, Chaſes, Parks, Warrens, Mills, Rivers, 
Fiſheries, &c. which was ratified and confirmed to him and 
his Heirs, by Letters Patent, bearing Date the 2 1ſt of July 
following, he having took the ſaid Caſtle by a ſtrong Hand, 
at the King's laſt Arrival in England, and held the ſame for 
his Uſe ; and to the ſaid Charter is appendant the Seal of 
Arms, and Creſt of the family, as now born, and on each 
Side of the Helmet, the Buckles of a Belt, K. Henry 4- 
in the iſt of his Reign, likewiſe granted him for Term of 
Life by Patent, the Honour of bearing the Royal Sword be- 
fore him in all Places, and at all Times requiſite; and in 
Commemoration of the Action of his Father, in taking the 
K. of France Priſoner, he uſed for a Sign Manual, the 
Buckle of a Belt, having on each Side thereof the Letters 
I. P. In the ad of Henry 4. he was High Sheriff of $erry

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and Suſſex, which, in thoſe Days, was a Poſt of great Pow- 
er and Truſt 3, and in the zd, 5th, and 6th of that Reign, 
being Kt. of the Shire for the C. of Suflex, he had 141. gs. 
allowed him for 91 Days Attendance in Parliament; and as 
a further Reward for his many Services, he obtained a Grant 
of the Manor of Caundiſh-Grey, in that County. In the 
6th Henry 4. he was likewiſe in Commiſſion to array all 
Men at Arms, Archers, and other defenſible Men in Suſlex, 
to attend the King into Picardy againſt the French ; and the 
Year following, with Thomas Lord Furneval, was by Aſſent 
of Parliament, aſſigned Treaſurer of War, and Paymaſter 
of the Forces, as well within as without the Realm. In the 
gth Henry 4. he was conſtituted Chief Butler of the Port 
of Chicheſter, and of all and ſingular the Ports in the C. of 
Suſſex ; and the ſame Year was again returned a Kt. of the 
Shire for that County.

Sir Ric# And, eldeſt Son of John and Anne Bullen, on 
the 23d of Auguſt 1548, was conſtituted Chancellor of the 
Court of Augmentation, and made one of the Privy- Council, 
He was elected for Portſmouth to the firſt Parl. of Q. Mary, 
on whoſe Acceſſion he had his Patent renewed of Chancellor 
of the Court of Augmentation, and he was likewiſe ſworn 
one of the Privy- Council, and on the 5th of October 1557, 
ſucceeded his Father, In 1559, he was elected to Parlia- 
ment for the C. of Kent, and ſerved in all others whilſt he 
lived, for the C. of Suſſex ; and befides being one of the 
Privy Council to that Queen, he was conſtituted Under. 
Treaſurer cf. the Exchequer, which Office he held till the 
Time of his Death. In the 5th of Elizabeth, Margaret 
Counteſs of Lennox, Niece to K. Hen.

(1 B. and E.) Tromas, who in 1566, ſucceeded his 
Father, was bred in Oxford, where he became an excellent 
Poet, leaving both Latin and Engliſh Poems of his compo- 
fing, In the 4th of Philip and Mary, he was elected a Kt. 
of the Shire for Weſtmoreland, as in the 1ſt of Elizabeth, 
he was for the C. of Suſſex, at the Time his Father was elec- 
ted for Kent, and in the gth of Elizabeth, when bis Father 
was choſen for Suſſex, he was returned for the C. of Bucks. 
He was well verſed in Foreign Languages and States, and was 
ſome time a Priſoner at Rome, but in 1566, being releaſed 
and ſent for home by Q Elizabeth, to whom he was allied in 
Blood, he was on the 8th of June the next Year, created 
Baron of Buckhurſt. In 1570, he was ſent Amb ſſador to 
congratulate the Marriage of Charles g. K. of France with 
the Emperor Maximilian's Daughter, which King, on his 
Return to England, preſented him with a Chain of Gold, 
werghing 1000 French Crowns. In the 15th of Elizabeth, 
he was one of the Peers that ſat on the Trial of Thomas 
Howard, Duke of Norfolk; on the 2gth he was nominated 
one of the Commiſſioners for the Trial of Mary Q: of Scots; 
and the next Year was ſent Amballador to the States of Hol- 
land, On the 18th of December 1590, he was inſtalled a 
Kr, of the Garter ; and the ſame Year, he was one of the 
Peers that ſat on the Trial of Philip Howard, Earl of Arun- 
del. In 1791, he was one of the Commiſſioners of the 
Great Seal; and in the ſame Year, he was made Chancellor 
of the Univerſity of Oxford, where he entertained the Queen 
with a ſumptuous Feaſt; and on the 15th of May 1599, 
was made Lord High Treaſurer of England, In 1602, he 
was conſtituted one of the Commiſſioners for exercifing the 
Office of Earl-Marſhal of England; and after that Queen's 
Death, his Lordſhip being concerned in taking the neceſſary 
Meaſures for the Peace and Security of the Nation, the Ad- 
miniſtration of the Kingdom being devolved on him and 

Q 3 other 
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other Counſellors, who unanimouſly proclaimed K. James 

that King, before his Arrival in England, ordered the Re- 

newal of his Patent of Lord Treaſurer of Engl. for Life. 

On the 13th of March 1603, he was created Earl of Dorſet, 

and was the firſt of the ſour Commiſſioners who concluded a 

Peace with Spain, which was figned at London, the 18th of 
Auguſt 1604; but after having been at the Head of Affairs 

of the greateſt Importance for 30 Years, died ſuddenly as he 

ſat at the Council-Table at White-Hall, (Q. Anne being 
preſent) April 19, 1608, aged 72, having been much com- 

mended for his Elocution, but much more for the Excellen- 
cy of his Pen, He married Cicely, his Kinſwoman, Daugh- 
ter to Sir John Baker, of Siflinghurſt in Kent, Kt. (one 
of the Privy Council to K. Henry 8, Edward 6. and Q. 
Mary) and by her who lived his Wiſe 51 Years, and died his 
Widow October 1, 1615, had four Sons and three Daugh- 
ters; Anne, married Sir Henry Glenbam of Glenham in 
Suffolk ; Jane, to Anthony Brown, Viſc. Montagu 5 and 
Mary, to Sir Henry Nevil, the 7th Lord Abergavenny. And 
of the Sons, which were Robert, Henry, William, and 
Thomas; the latter, in the Year 1595, diſtinguiſhed himſelf 
againſt the Turks; William, at the Age of 18, was knight- 
ed in France by K. Henry 4. October 15*9, but loſt his 
Life in the Wars of that Country in 1591. 

(zd E.) Rox ER T, the eldeſt, ſucceeded his Father. In 
the 3iſt of Elizabeth, he was clected a Member of Parl. 
for Lewes ; but in all other Parliaments, whilſt he continued 
a Commoner, he was choſen for Suſſex, in which County, 
at Eaſt-Grimſtead, he founded an Hoſpital for 31 poor 
People, endowing it with 330 Pounds per Annum for ever; 
and died on the 23d of February 1608-9. By his 2d Wife, 
Anne, Daughter to Sir Jchn Spencer, and Widow firſt of 
William Lord Monteagle, and 2dly of Henry Lord Compton, 
he had no Iflue ; but by his firſt, who was Margaret, only 
Da. to Thomas Howard, Duke of Norfolk, he had three Sons 
and three Daughters ; of whom Winifrid died in her Infancy; 
Cicely, married Sir Henry Compton, Kt. of the Bath, 34

ters, Margaret married to John Tufton, Earl of Than: ; 
and Iſabella, to James Compton, the 3d Earl of Northamp- 
ton; but dying on the 28th of March, 1624, and leaving no

(4'h E.) Sir Epwarn, his younger Brother, ſuccecded 


him in his Honours, This Gentleman in the Year 161 2, 


narrowly eſcaped with Life in a Duel with the Lord Bruce, 
the Particulars of which being related in the Gar han, 
Vol. II. N. 129 and 133, and being in every body's Hands 
we refer the Reader thereto, He was clected one of the 
Kes, of the Shire for the C. of Suſſex in the Reign of K. 
James x. On the 44 of November 1616, at the Creation of 
Charles P. of Wales, he was made one of the Knights of 
the Bath; and in 1620, was one of the principal Comman- 
ders of the Forces which were ſent to afliſt Frederick K. of 
Bohemia, at the Battle of Prague. In July 152 1, he ſuc- 
ceeded Edward Lord Herbert of Cherbury, as Ambaſſador to 
the French King; and having diſcharged that Truſt with 


Honour and Fidelity, K. James made him one of his Privy 


Council, On the 23d of November, 1ſt Charles 1. he was 
inſtalled a Kt. of the Garter ; and at the Coronation of that 
King, bore the firſt Sword, Pait of the Regalia, He was 
appointed one of his Privy Council, and made Lord Cham- 
berlain to Mary, his Queen, In January 1626-7, he was 
appointed one of the Commiſſioners for managing the Affairs 
of Ireland. In 1642, he having ſupplied the King with 
Money, attended him in the Field at the Battle of Edge» 
hill, where he behaved himſelf with the greateſt Bravery, 
leading on the Troops that retook the Royal Standard, whirh 
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the Enemy had taken when Sir Edmund Verney was killed, 
and was afterwards made Lord Chamberlain of his Majeſty's 
Houſhold, He married Mary, Daughter and ſole Heir to Sir 
George Curzon of Croxall, in the C. of Derby, Kt. (by 
Mary, his Wife, Siſter and ſole Heir to Sir Richard Leviſon 
of Lilleſhul, in the C. of Salop, Kt.) and dying on the 17th 
of July 1652, left two Sons, Richard his Heir, and Edward, 
who married Bridget, Baroneſs Norris, Daughter and fole 
Heir to Edward Wray, Eſqz (2d Son to Sir William Wray, of 
Glentworth, in the C, of Lincoln, Kt.) but in 1645, being 
with a Party of the King's Forces at Kidlington five Miles 
from Oxford, he was taken Priſoner by the Parliament For- 
ces, and afterwards barbarouſly murdered, leaving no Iflue ; 
and his Lady was afterwards the 2d Wife of Montagu Earl of 
Lindfey, by whom ſhe was Mother of James the firſt Earl of 
Adingdon. | 

(5th E.) Ric uARND Lord Buckhurſt, was elected Member 
of Parl. for Eaſt-Grinſted in 1640, and was one of the 59 
who voted againſt the Attainder of the Earl of Strafford. 
He was made Lord High Conftable of England for the -Day, 
at the Coronation of K. Charles 2. and was Lord Lieut, of 
the C. of Suſſex, He marrying the Lady Frances Cranfield, 
eldeſt of the two Davghters of Lionel Earl of Middleſex, 
Lord High Treaſurer of England, by Anne his 2d Wife, Da, 
to James Bret of Howley in the C. of Leiceſter, Eſq; (by 
Anne his Wife, Siſter to Mary Counteſs of Buckingham) 
and at length ſole Heir to Lionel Earl of Middleſex, her 
Brother, by her had ſeven Sons and fix Daughters; and died 
on Auguſt 27, 1677, Of the Daughters, Elizabeth, Anne, 
and Catharine, died young; Mary was firſt married to Ro- 
per Boyle, the 2d Earl of Orrery; and 2dly, to Richard 
Boyle, Viſc. Shannon, both of Ireland; Anne, to Alexan- 
der Hume, the 4th Earl of Hume, in Scotland; and Fran- 
ces, to Sir George Lane, Kt. and Bart. created Viſe. Laneſ- 
borough in Ireland, by whom ſhe had a Daughter Frances, 
married to Henry Fox, Eſq; and has Iſſue now living George 
Fox Lane, of Bromham-Park in the C. of York, Eſq; 
Member of Parl. for that City, and Sackville Fox of Cob- 
Kam in Surry, Eſq; alſo two Daughters, Jane and * 
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Of the Sons, Edward the ſecond, who was of Sedlef- 
comb in Suſſex, died unmarried ; Richard the 4th, died in 
Auguſt 1712, without Iſſue; and all the reſt died young, 
except 

(6th E.) CHARLES Lord Buckhurſt, was choſen Member 
of Parl. for Eaſt-Grinſted in 1661, and ſucceeded his Fa- 
ther, He was in his Perſon beautiful, vigorous, and grace- 
ful; of Wit ſo pleaſant, ſparkling and ſublime, and his 
other Parts of Learning and Language of that Luſtre, that 
he was the Wonder of the Age he lived in, and was much 
eſteemed by K. Charles 2. to whom he was one of the Gen- 
tlemen of his Bedchamber. In 1665, he was a Volunteer 
under the Duke of York, in the Dutch War, when the 
Dutch Admiral Opdam was blown up, and above 30 capital 
Ships taken and deſtroyed ; and being poſſeſſed of the Eſtate 
of his Uncle, Lionel Earl of Middleſex, who died in 1674, 
he was on the 4th of April, 1675, created Earl of that 
County, and Baron of Cranfield, in the C. of Bedford ; and 
in 1677, ſueceeded his Father as Earl of Dorſet. He was a 
bountiful Patron to Poets and Men of Parts, having a par- 
ticular Character for his Generoſity and Goodneſs to all 
Mankind, and his conſtant and firm Adherence to the Pro- 
teſtant Intereſt, for which he ſhewed his Concern, by con- 
veying the Princeſs of Denmark, into Derbyſhire, from the 
Danger and Tumulc of thoſe Times, and the-great Share he 
had in bringing about the happy Revolution in 1638, juſtly 
entitled him to the Favours that were conferred upon him, 
by K. William and Q. Mary, The next Day after their 
Majeſties had accepted the Crown, his Lordſhip was ſworn 
one of their Privy Council, and declared Lord Chamberlain 
of their Houſhol4 ; and on the 27th of July, 1629, had the 
Honour to ſtand Godfather with K, William, to William, 
Duke of Glouceſter. On the 2d of February 1691, be be- 
ing elected a Kt. of the Garter, was inſtalled the 24th of the 
ſame Month, and was one of the Lords T»fiices of England 
in his Majeſty's Abſence in 1495, 96, 97, and 98; and 
was alſo Lord Lieut, and Cuſtos Rot, for the C. of Suſſex. 
He married firſt Elizabeth, Da. to Harvey Bagot of Pipe-Hall 
in the C. of Warwick, Elq; (a younger Sca to Sir _ 

agot 
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Bagot of Blithfield in the C. of Stafford, Bart.) Widow of 
Charles Berkeley, Earl of Falmouth, by whom he had no 
Iſſue. His 2d Wife was the Lady Mary, Da. to James the 3d 
Earl of Northampton, and one of the Ladies of the Bed- 
chamber to Q. Mary, and by her, who died Aug. 16, 16 1, 
he had Lionel Cranfield Sackville, his Heir ; and a Da. 
Mary, married to Henry Somerſet, Duke of Beaufort. His 
Lordſhip had likewiſe a natural Da. married to Lionel the 34 
Earl of Orrery, : 

(1 D.) Lioxer now Duke of Dorſet, who was born on 
the 18th of January 1687-8; on the 2gth of January 
1705-6, ſucceeded his Father in the Earldoms of Dorſet and 
Middleſex ; and on the $th of December 17c$, was made 
Conſtable of Dover-Caftle, and Warden and Admiral of the 
Cinque-Ports, which Poſts he reſigned in 1713. On the 
Demiſe of Q. Anne, he was commiſſioned by the Regency, 
to go to Hanover, to notify in Form the Death of the Qucen, 
and congratulate his Majeſty's Acctfſion to the Crown, and 
was received with diſtinguiſhing Marks of Favour, his Ma- 
jeſty before his leaving the Yacht that brought him to Eng- 
land, being pleaſed to appoint him the firſt Gentleman of his 
Bedchamber. On the 7th of October 1714, he was again 
made Warden of the Cinque-Ports, and Conſtable of Dover- 
Caſtle, having before been ſworn one of his Majeſty's Privy 
'Counc.l; and on the 16th of the ſame Month, being elected 
a Kt. of the Garter, was inſtalled the gth of December fol- 
lowing, His Lordſhip ailifting at the Coronation of K. 
George 1. bore the Scepter with the Croſs. On the 14th of 
June 1720, his Majeſty was pleaſed to advance him to the 
Dignity of Duke of Dorſet; as on the zoth of May 1725, 
he was appointed Lord Steward of his Majeſty's Houſheld ; 
and on the 3d of June following was declared to be one of the 
Lords Juſtices of Great Britain, whilſt his Majeſty went to 
Hanover; as he was again May 31, 1727. At the Corona- 
tion of K, George 2, be was Lord Steward of the Houſhold, 
and being appointed Lord High Steward of England, on that 
ſolemn Occaſion he bore St. Edward's Crown, On the 19th 
of June 1930, on reſigning his Place of Lord Steward of the 
Houſhold, he was declared Lord Lieut, of Ireland; and — 
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the ryth of November following, he was choſen one of the 
Governors of the Charter-houſe, On the 31ſt of March 
1737, his Grace was again declared Lord Steward of the 
Houſhold ; in Janvary 1744-5, Lord Preſident of the Coun- 
ci] ; and in December 1750, again Lord Lieut. of Ireland.

TREES HE Dignity of a Marquis, which by the Saxons, 
_— is called Marken Reve, and by the Germans, 
I Marckgrave, tool its Original from Mark or 
March, whch in the Language of the Northern 
Nations, is a Limit or Bound; wherefore, their 
Office was to govern the Marches or Frontiers of a Province, 
as appears from the Normans, who placed them upon the 
Confines of the Britons, to oppoſe the Inroads of thoſe un- 
conquered People; but from ſuch Offices they wer? only cal- 
Jed Lords Marchers, not Marquiſſes. This Title, which 
hath the next Place of Honour to a Duke, came to us but of 
late Years, the firſt that any of our Kings created, being 
Robert de Vere, Earl of Oxford, whom K. Richard 2, in 
Parliament, in 1386, the gth of his Reign, raiſed to an 
higher Engliſh Dignity, by the Stile and Title of Marquis 
of Dublin, and ſeated him in the Houſe of Lords between 
the Dukes and Earls. This Marquis, as appears from the 
Rolls, was created by girding him with the Sword, and a 
Circle of Gold put on his Head by the King. In the 2 iſt 
of that Reign, John Beaufort, Earl of Somerſet, was ereat- 
ed Marquis of Dorſet, by a Circle of Gold, and Marquis of 


| Comerlet, by girding with the Sword; but in 1475, the 15th 
„ of 
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of Edward 4. Thomas Grey was created Marquis of Dorſet, 
by inveſting him with the Sword, and putting on his Head 
a Cap of Honour under a Coronet of Gold, After this were 
introduced, the Surcoat, Mantle and Hood, with much Ce- 
remony, as being led by a Marquis, and the Sword and Cap 
borne by Earls, &c. which Ceremonies are now laid afide, and 
the ancient Forms which are various, are now regulated to 
one Method, which is only by Patent, under the Great Seal; 
but he wears a Robe, Cap, and Coronet in Parliament, as 
follows: His Robe, which is called his Creation or Parlia» 
ment-Robe, is made of fine Scarlet Cloth, lined with white 
Taftata, and has tour Guards of Ermine on the Right Side, 
and three on the Left, (whereas a Duke has four on both 
Sides) ſet at equal Diſtance, with a Gold Lace above each 
Guard, and is tied up on the Left Shoulder, with a Ribband, 
as in the gth and 7th Pages of Cuts of the Iriſh Compendi- 
um, are exactly depicted. His Cap is of Crimſon Velvet, 
lined with Ermine, having a Gold Button and Taſſel on the 
Top, and his Coronet, which is of Gold alſo, is part flower- 
ed, and part pyramidal, with the Points (having Pearls on 
the Top) and Leaves or Flowers of equal Height, whereas a 
Duke's Coronet has only Leaves, The Mantle and Surcoat, 
which a Marquis wears at the Coronation of a King or 
Queen, are of Crimſon Velvet, lined with white Taffata, 
and the Mantle is doubled from the Neck to below the El- 
bow with Ermine, having four Rows of Spots on the Right 
Shoulder, and three on the Left ; but a Duke has four Rows 
on each, This Honour of Marquis is Hereditary, and his 
Title is Moft Noble, and Puiſſant Prince. The eldeſt Son 
of a Marquis, by the Courteſy of England, is called Earl or 


Lord of a Place; but the younger Sons are only ſtiled Lords, 


by their Chriſtian Names, as Lord John, Lord James, &c. 
And his Daughters are ſtiled Ladies, Of this Dignity we 
have in England only two, the Mazchioneſs Grey, and the 
Marquis of Rockingham, who bear it as their principal 
Title, though many of the Dukes have that ſubſequent

13th, was made Gentleman of his Majeſty's Bedchamber, 
On the 28ſt of the ſame Month, he was appointed Con- 
fable of Windfor-Caſtle, Keeper of the Parks, Foreſts, and 
Warrens there, and Lord Lieutenant of the ſaid Caftle and 
Foreſt, On the 6th of July 1716, he was appointed Stew- 
ard of the Houſhold , on the 6th of February 1718-19, he
